SIDNEY TROUT PONDS. J 


Our Sidney Crossing Correspondent 
Gives an Interesting Description 
of Them, 


(Sidney Crossing Correspondence.) 

A party of Belleville men have construct- 
ed a very pretty fish pond on the rear of 
Mr. Robert McMullen’s farm, in the third 
concession of Sidney. The pond was form- 
ed by excavating the bottom of a spring 
creek, which runs between two hills. The 
land is naturally adapted for the pond or 
ponds, for there are two, one divided from 
the other by a strip of land about forvy 
fect wide, and connected by a large iron 
pipe. This piece of land is to be planted 
with trees. The ponds aro irregular in 
shape, forming nooks and bays, while in 
the centre of each pond are two little 
islands. These islands are rip-rapped 
with stone up to the high water mark, and 
are intended for flowers. At the lower 
end of the pond a very substantial dam bas 
been constructed, by driving spiles into 
the ground and banking with earth and 
stone. In the centre of the dam is placed 
a slide, guarded by # wire screen ; this will 
let off the surplus water and keep the fish 
in. It is the intention of the company to 
erect a hotel on the south bank of the 
pond, and if so it wil) certainly be well 
patronized, as no prettier place could be 
found for those wishing a few days quiet 
fishing. 

Speckled trout have been deposited in 
the pond and can be seen on bright days 
darting about, as the pond is rapidly filling 
with water,

THE STORM IN BRITAIN. 


All the Bays and Vorts Full of Damaged 
Shipping—Feare for Artilleorymen. 

London, Deo, 1.—Stories of wrecks, fa- 
talities and damage done as a result of the 
galo in England were received yosterday. 
‘All the bays and ports are full of shipping, 
more or less seriously damaged. Several 
of tho inland towns of Kent are still flood- 
ed, and along time must olapse before 
the damages done can be repaired, At 
Margate tho damage is estimated to 
amount to £50,000 and at Southhead to 
£30,000, Similar reports are being recely- 
ed from other seaside places. 

The severity of the weather prevailing 
in Durhamshire can be gauged by the fact 
of the finding of the frozen body of 4 
laborer, who lost his way ina snowstorm, 

Five artillerymen from Shoeburynoss, 
who were sent out to search for a boat in 
whioh six gunners were adrift, wore driven 
out to sea and wore picked up last night 
by the Allan Line steamer Austrian, after 
their boat had been stoye in. It is feared 
that the boat containing the six gunners 
had been swamped and that the men hayo 
been drowned. 

The Ramsgate lifeboat, which, with a 
tug, the two vessels having a score of men 
on board, went to assist a vessel in danger 
on the Goodwin Sands, has not beon 
heard from for 24 hours. 

Later in the day it became known that 
the missing gunners had reached Wool- 
wich safely. New England, an island 
near South End, several thousand acres 
in area and surrounded by a high sea wall, 
Was swamped during the gale, and evory- 
thing, including a farmer and his family, 
the farm buildings, sheep, horses and 
cattle, was swept away.

Mr. W. M. German was grectod with 
great pounding of Government desks 
when he rose to move the address in reply 
to the Speech from the Throne. He did 
not deem his task an oncrous one, Not 
withstanding the efforts of the Opposition 
to stir up fecling against the Government 
their attempts bad proved fruitless, He 
thought the honorable leader of the Op 
position would haye accomplished just as 
much if he had remained quiet on the 
banks of the St. Lawrence. It was a source 
of gratification that Sir Oliver Mowat, 
who has so long ruled over the destinics 
of this province, should now occupy Goy- 
ernment House. He hoped, nevertheless, 
that his prodecessor, Sir George A, Kirk- 
patrick, would long be spared to oxercise 
his great abilities in behalf of his coun- 
mater speaking of the happy presence of 
Lord and Lady Aberdeen in the city, Mr, 
German left the congratulatory portion of 
the address and passed on to the practical 
part. Sir Wilfrid Laurier was credited 
with having brought Canada into fayor in 
England. Despite the ‘‘mouth-loyalty”’ of 
the Conservatives, it had been left to the 
Liberals to bring about closer relations 
with the Motherland. Honorable gentle- 
men opposite were not satisfled with the 
contest yosterday for the Commons, when 
the former member for South Toronto 
failed to be elected. But Conservatives 
were doomed toa long term in opposition. 
(Conservative jeers.) 

The honorable leader of the Opposition 
had yelled himself hoarse all summer over 
the Engledue deal, and condemned the 
Government mining policy. No mining 
men of experience, however, had found 
fault with the bargain in question. He 
would like the honorable gentleman to ex- 
plain wherein this transaction had been 
wrong. He hoped he and his supporters 
would repeat upon the floor of the House 
the arguments used broadcast over the 
country. He accused Mr. Whitney of say- 
ing that the Engledue Company had known 
that the tract they were taking up was 
rich in minerals, 

Mr. Whitney: “I neyer made the state- 
ment.”’ : 

Mr. German half withdrew his assertion. 
Proceeding he asserted that had it not 
been for the Ontario Government's deter- 
mination, the great gold bearing regions 
of Northwestern Ontario would have be- 
longed either to the adjoining province or 
to the Dominion. 

Referring tothe timber policy of the 
Government, Mr, German spoke with re- 
gret of the action of the United States Con- 
gress in imposing an extra duty, which 
practically barred western lumber from 
the American market. The general feel- 
ing, particularly among lumbermen, was 
in favor of such legislation as would proe- 
vent the sawing of Ontario logs across the 
line. The trouble was that if this Goyern- 
ment imposed such restrictions, the Michi- 
gan lumbermen would prevail upon the 
United States Congress to impose a further 
duty on lumber going into the States. In 
fact, such extra duty might be put on 
Canadian lumber as would prevent even 
eastern lumber from going into the United 
States. He thought this matter should be 
considered wholly from a Canadian stand- 
point. It should be considered apart from 
any action the United States Government 
could take. So far as he was concerned he 
was willing to wait until the Goyornment 
proposition on this question should be 
brought down. 

There was another matter relating to 
Crown timber, The commission on re- 
forestry was progressing with its examina 
tion of the timber lands of the province. 
A policy that would conserve and make 
more productive the great tracts of timber 
would well tax the ability of the Govern- 
ment. 

Branching off to the question of finance, 
the speaker asserted that The Mail news- 
paper had stated that the finances of the 
Goyernmont had been certainly judiciously 
managed, but since then it seemed a new 
Daniel had come to judgment and the Ad- 
ministration was corruptand extravagant. 

Mr. Gorman for a while labored to show 
that honorable gentlemen opposite had 
been continually making erroneous state 
ments regarding the Humber piggery, tho 
timber limit sales and other matters, Then 
those Conservatives in peregrinating the 
country had stated that the Government 
had wasted the $4,000,000 surplus left by 
the Sandfleld Macdonald Cabinet, but no 
one could place his finger on a single in 
stance of improper expenditures on thu 
part of the present Administration.

ev. Samuel Daw Appeals From the 
Chancellor’s Judgment--Are : 
Church Wardens Liable? 


Rev. Samuel Daw, of Hawilton, is ap- 
pealing to the Court of Appeal from the 
judgment of the Chancellor, dismissing his 
action against Dr. D, H. Ackerill and 
Robt. Bateman for arrears of stipend. The 
plaintiff was the incumbent of Christ 
church, Belleville, and the defendants, tho 
Church Wardens. The Chancellor decided 
that the Church Wardens were not person- 
ally liable to the minister, except to the 
amount of the funds in their hands. The 
seats of this church are free, All were invit- 
ed, but, if the voluntary contributions were 
insufficient the learned Chancellor said 
** Pressure of law cannot produce the mon- 
ey unless the voluntary sources respond.” 

e also held that the plaintiff had aban- 
doned $663 of his claim at Euster, 1894, as a 
free-will offering, to induce the people to be 
more liberal in the future, but that there 
was still owing $250 to the plaintiff, though 
no fund out of which it was to come. He 
did not pass upon the future punishment 
of the people who did not pay their parson, 
but it was conceded by counsel on the ap- 
he that a horrible fate awaited them. 

‘he case will be concluded to-day.

I asked him what he 
did with the bottle Ixold him, He indl- 
cated that he had thrown ltaway, LIasked 
how it happened ho throw lt away, I told 
him that people were talking, that it 
would be best for him to find it, I saw 
him again the same day, I found I had 
omitted te have him sign the poison book 

He camo to the store and signed it. We 
had a conversation about the deceased, He 
said she was married to a man in ‘Toronto 
named James, After prisoner had signed 
the polson book I sent word to Coroner 
Bridgeland to come down,”’ 

The Prisoner's Admission, 

Constable William Sloan was callod 
and gave evidence concerning the fluding 
of the bottle stopper, and conveying the 
stomach of deceased to Dr, Ellis of 
Toronto, provincial analyst. This wit- 
ness conveyed prisoner to the Bracebridge 
jail, and on the way prisoner suid Rosina 
Russell's statement that she saw him and 
deceased together on the night of the bth 
of March, was true, The prisoner says ho 
saw Miss Russellon the steps of her als- 
ter’s house. 

Mrs. Loe, 459 Bathurst street, Toronto, 
Was called. She said she knew Katioc 
Yough, she haying been employed by her 
asa sorvant, The trunk shown her had 
the appearance of the trunk belonging to 
deceased. Prisoner was & frequent visitor 
atthe house while deceased was living 
with witness. 

Mrs. Bryan, boarding house keeper, 
Toronto, sworn, said she knew the pris- 
oner. He had boarded at her house for 
two months. He had no trunk, buta 
trunk came afterwards, The trunk shown 
her was like the trunk he had there, The 
week following the death prisoner's father 
andan oxpressman came and took the 
trunk away. 

Dotective Burrows said he had been 
detailed on the 12th of March, 1896, to as- 
sist Archy Sloun in getting the trunk, 
“Tgot some information. I saw an ex- 
pressman and he saw me and tried to pass 
the check to another man. We had a 
tussle and I got the check and then the 
trunk.” 
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Some of the Letters. 


Archy Sloan was called and stated that 
he searched prisoner and found certain 
letters. He got a key from prisoner, 
and the key fitted the trunk which he 
got from Detective Burrows. In the 
trunk he found o number of letters 
which were produced and identified. 
Some of these letters were found on the 
prisoner and others in the trunk, and had 
reference to insurance and other matters. 
The following ars samples of some of the 
letters read: r 

The first letter was from Buffalo, just 
after Hammond had gone to New York, 
whither she was to follow him in a few 
days. She was remaining oyer to com- 
plete negotiations for the life insurance. 
Although married, she was living under 
the assumed name of Katie Harrington, 
and this name is endorsed on the back of 
the letter: 

“Buffalo, N.Y., Nov, 29, 1595. 

‘Dearest Will,—You have no idea how 
lonely it is here without you, and just 
think you have only been away a fow 
hours. I don’t know what I will do before 
the week is up. I have attended to all 
business this morning. Everything will 
be all right, except the Equitable. They 
are going to send the policy by express, as 
they think it will be safe, to 1200 Broud- 
way, 80 you will have to see about it there. 
They gave mea receipt, which I will en- 
close in this letter. The New York Life is 
allright. You can get it by calling at the 
home office in New York. You will 
receive a line from them telling 
you when te call, and I hope every- 
thin: will be all right. You will 
pardie t Jt before the end of next 
week. guess the poople hers thought 
it strange I should send my trunk, and 
not intending to go myself, for Olive 
said at the table she supposed they would 
be losing me to-day, as I had sent my 
trunk. Shoe looked surprised when I told 
her I was not. Now, Willie, be sure and 
write just as soonas you get this, for | 
will be very anxious about the receipt, 
also to hear how youare getting along, 
and how you like New York.

Dr, Johnson of Toronto felt satisfied 
from the indications that death was owing 
to the same cause, 

The most expert testimony was given by 
Prof. Ellis, Government analyst. He 
said he found prussic acid in the stomach 
in the proportion of one-third of a grain, 
and that only one-tenth of the quantity 
taken found ita way to the stomach. It 
was the acid which entered the system 
which caused death. Witness also found 
phosphorte acid in the stomach. ‘T'wo- 
thirds of a teaspoonful of prussic acid 
would cause death, and he considered, 
from the quantity found in the stomach, 
that deceased had taken much more than 
necessary to cause death. 

When Mr. Osler stated he had no more 
witnesses, Mr. Johnson asked for an ad- 
journment until 7 o'clock, which was 
granted.

He was laughing and grin- 
ning, and when witness asked him what 
he was grinning about he didn’t reply. 
Witness ran into the house and looked 
for his wife. She was nowhere to be found. 
Allison's gun and one cartridge were also 
missing. Orr said he then went to Galt 
to make enquiries about his wife. Return- 
ing, he made a search of the swamp and 
found a hole dug as if for a grave. A spade 
belonging to Allison was picked up beside 
the embryo grave. There was black soil 
on the spade, which made it evident that 
it had been used to dig the graye, Witness 
said he also saw hairs on the spade. 

Cross-examined by Mr, Blake, Orr stat- 
ed that his wife could milk five cows in 
25 minutes. At the magistrate’s hearing 
Orr said that he was positive the woman 
wasaliye at10 minutes to eight. To-day 
he said she must have been alive till 8 
o'clock.

HAMMOND TO HANG. 
The Murderer of tis Young Wife, Kath 
Tough, to Pay the Full Penalty 
of Outraged Law. 

Bracebridge, Deo. 4,.—Court opened at 
8.30 this morning, and Prisoner Hammond 
was broughtin looking brighter than at 
any time during the trial. 

Mr. Johnston began his address with 
a touching appéal to the sympathy of the 
jury. He sald: Istand here alone fight- 
ing for a life. I haye had to contend 
against all the machinery for the adminis 
tration of justice which the wealth of the 
province could command, Every corner 
in Canada and the United States has been 
r «tl to give evidence to conyict this 
Jvung man. When witnesses hayo mot 
together time and again to talk their oy!- 
dence oyer, you may expect that it will 
tell in favor of the Crown. 

Mr. Johnston reminded the jury that 
the defence had put in no evidence. He 
had no ocoasion to do so, They had taken 
the enemy's camp for their shelter, Tho 
Crown had not proyen that tho prisoner 
was guilty, 

Commenting upon prisoner's admissions 
at the coroner’s inquest, Mr, Johnston saic 
the Crown asked that some of tho state 
ments be belleved aud others disbelieyed. 
The jury could not do this. They must 
believe all the prisoner had said or noth- 


Mr. Johnston olosed a bright and effective 
address at 11.40 a.m., having spoken for 
three hours and ten minutes. His closing 
words were uttered in a faltering voice: 
“Gentlemen, Iam hoping, waiting, pray- 
ing for a life. Give mo that life, and 
when you have passed the border land the 
first to give you a greeting will be the 
sainted mother of this innocent young 
man,”’ 

Mr. Osler’s Address. 


Mr. Osler immediately began his address 
to the jury. It wasa plain statement of 
the facts, and an appeal for a yerdict in 
accordance with the evidence and with 
justice, He reviewed the evidence in do- 
tail, setting forth tho telling points clearly 
and effectively. 

The judge began his charge at 2 o'clock, 
and at 3 o'clock the case was given to the 
jury, who retired to consider their verdict. 

Verdict of Guilty. 


As soon as the jurors gave their verdict 
of guilty Mr. Johnston renewed his ap- 
plication for a reserve case on the ground 
of the admission of the prisoner’s evidence, ~ 
contained in the coroner's deposition. If 
the Divisonal Court adheres to the decision 
given in the Queen y, Williams, the appli- 
cation, it would’appear,. must fail to bring 
any relief to the prisoner. 

At 8 o'clock Crown Attorney Osler 
moved that the sentence of the court be 
pronounced on the prisoner Hammond. 

His Lordship asked the prisoner if ho 
had anythiag to say why the sentence of 
the court should not be pronounced 
against him. 

Prisoner, ina clear yoice, said: ‘Yes, 
my Lord; Ihave. In the first placeI am 
imnocent, In the next place I blame my 
own indiscretion and state of health 
which led me to give information my enc: 
mies have used against me. That is all,’’ 

Pronouncing Secutence, 

The Judge then said: “ William James 
Hammond, you haye been found guilty of 
the indictable offence charged against 
you, and the sentonce of this court is that 
you be taken to the place from whence you 
came, and there be kept until the 18th day 
of February, now next ensuing, then to be 
hanged by the neck until you are dead, 
and may the Lord have mercy on your 
soul.” 

The prisoner took the sentence without 
showing any signs of emotion, and walked 
out of the court room with as firm a 
as he had entered it at any 
since the (trial hns started, His 
face had a Weflant expression, as he 
glanced back at the audience while pass 
ing down the aisle in charge of an officer. 
Prisonor’s father did not return to the 
court room after the verdict 
nounced. 

The Mackenzie Case. 

The jury in the Mackenzie manslaughter 
case, after boing out over three hour sre 
turned to the court room, when the fore- 
MAD announced a verdict of not guilty 

The business of the court is practically 
over, The judge left last night, but chi 
court was not formally closed until this 
morning.

The Wild Horses of Arizona. 


“There must be 20,000 head of wild 
horses in northern Arizona,” suid Will 
S. Barnes, one of the largest cattle- 
owners in Navajo county, recently, 
“They are the worst nuisance that cun 
be imagined. It has reached the point 
when we cannot safely turn out a riding 
horse to graze. We have to keep our 
saddle animals round-up horses 
stabled all winter or bring them down 
to Phoenix for evens Ae The wild 
stock not only eat the that ought 
to go to the cattle, but they run cattle 
off the range. They have chased off all 
the cattle from the west end of the Hash 
Knife range, one of the best grass dis- 
tricts in northeastern Arizona. Lt is 
useless to put out salt for the stock, for 
the wild horses chase away the cattle 
that come near it. At this season of 
the year they are fat and have shin- 
ing hides, They sweep over the country 
in great bands gathering up any stray 
unimals they may; come across. A 
horse is as good as lost that joins them, 
—Oorrespondence St. Louis Globe-Demo-

Antiquity of the Saw.

The saw is represent- 
ed on the monuments of Bgypt, from 
2500 to 3000 years B.C. As early as 
A.D, 1827 sawmills dniven by water- 
power were in operation at Augsburg. 
and it is believed before this they were 
in operation in Paris, driven by the cur- 
rent of the Seine, The first sawmill 
erected in the Norway pineries“was in 
1530. Sawmills were numerous in Italy 
in the sixteenth century. They were not 
introduced into Hngland until 1663, 
when a native of Holland built one, but 
was compelled to abandon it by oppo- 
sition of the populace; carpenters and 
other artisans, who saw no good in such 
a new-fangled contrivance.—Journal of 
Building.

The first to give evidence was William 
Dixon, operator at the G, T, R. station, 
Great Western division, in Galt.

Trevellyan on the Stand. 

There wasa sonsation in court when 
Mr. O'Connor here said: “I'll call Tre- 
yellyan.’’ He told of the arrost of hiniself 
and Allison by Constable Kay, and of their 
being warned as to wny statomont they 
might make. ‘I asked Allison if he re- 
membered," said the prisoner, ‘a fow

ledged it Tasked him why he had said 
that Mrs. Orr since then had asked him 
how to load it when she had loaded it her- 
selfa few days before in the presence of 
both himself and myself. . He replicd that 
he had to say something so he sald that. 
Then I asked him how it came that on the 
morning of the murder he was raking up 
the chips. At first he would not admit it, 
but finally he said that it probably looked 
as if something had been pulled around 
there, Then again Allison said there was 
some web on the chips which looked like 
water at first but then again it might 
have looked like blood. Finally I remem- 
ber Allison identifying Robert Stalker in 
front of the lock-up as the man with the 
dark moustache he had met in the lane 
when he drove the cows to Barrie's on the 
morning of the murdor.”’ 

Stalker here stood up in court and 
Trevellyan fdentified him asthe man. This 
was all Mr. O'Connor asked, and Mr. 
Blake took hold of the witness, but he 
could not shake his story, 


Afraid She Had Suicided, 


Harry Blair, the man who wrote the 
fanious letter to Mrs, Orr, was the next 
witness to take the stand. Mr, O'Connor 
said it was not necessary to question him, 
because he was really not a witness. Mr. 
Blake elicit4d ‘this statement from Blair, 
however: “On the day Mrs, Orr disappear- 
ed I went to Anthony Orr's place, and he 
told me that his people had used his wife 
so badly at the funeral of his fathor the 
day before that he was afraid the poor soul 
had made away with herself.”’ 

Robert Stalker, on the stand, said that 
he never saw Mrs, Orr in his life. He wade 
a complete statement as tohis doings the 
day of the murder. 


Ilow Mrs. Orr Was Killed. 


Dr. Cameron, who, with Dr. Hawke, 
both of Galt, made a post mortem exam- 
ination on the body of the murdered 
woman, read his report. The woman 
came to her death by a blow on the back 
of the head.

A Work of Groat Importance. 


The Commissioner of Crown Lands also 
gives notice of a bill relating to reforestry, 
The Forestry Commission, which has been 
out for some months examining the tim- 
ber areas of the province, has not yet fln- 
ished its work, but the present bill will 
include measures for the protection of 
standing forests, and for the encourage- 
ment of the growth of certain classes of 
timber, 

‘The Attorney-General will introduce a 
bill affecting the election laws. It will in- 
clude slight changes in the present Eleo- 
tion Act, particularly as regards the regis- 
tration of voters’ names and the regulation 
of election trials. 

San Jose Scale. 


Hon. Mr. Dryden signifies his intention 
of bringing down a bill to prevent the 
spread of disease among fruit trees. This 
measure is called for by last summer's dis- 
astrous outbreak of the San J se scale in 
the western fruit orchards. Based on an 
investigation carried on by the department 
the Minister’s bill will prohibit farmers 
and other fruit growers from im 
diseased trees. Secondly, if any of their 
trees indicate infection they must notify 
the department, whereapon the Goyern- 
ment will send out agents to destroy the 
affected stock. The Government is now 
discussing whether the bill shall provide 
for the indemnification of those whose or- 
chards are destroyed. 

Other Government Measures. 


The other Government measures of 
which notiee was yesterday given to the 
House are as follows: 

The Attorney-General—A bill respecting 
jails and jailors; a bill relating io judg- 
ment summonses. 

Mr. Harcourt—A bill relating to the 
business of druggists; a bill relating to 
extra-provinolal insurance companics.

gall bladder, Dhe method of the admini- 
strution of the antidote is that known 
as injection beneath the skin, so that 
the antidote may not mingle directly 
with the blood of the victim of snake 
bite, but rather be absorbed. 

I have made a number of experiments 
with the biliary secretion of the Indian 
and African cobras, than which po more 
poisonous snakes exist. ‘Dhe result of 
these tests showed that the bile of ve 
nomous serpents is able, when mixed 
with the venom of the same serpents, to 
prevent what have heret« fore ben deadly 
doses of the latter from producing death; 
and that the bile is indeed so powerful 
un agent in doing this that a quantity 
actually smal'er than the quantity of ven- 
om may be suificient for the purpose 
Tt need scarcely be added that the doses 
of bile thus shown to be sufficient repre- 
sent only minute portions of the bile 
found in the gall bladder of one of the 
snakes mentioned as being utilized in the 
experiments, 

These proofs laid bare the certainly re 
warkable fact that every venomous ser- 
pent has at its disposal enough of bile 
to prevent injury from yenom introduced 
into the blood in quantities many times 
wreater than the minimum dose of venom 
which will produce death. The experi 
ments I have described were made by 
mixing together and leaving in contact 
ten minutes, a dose of venom with a 
dose of the antidotal constituent of the 
bile, each substance having been dissol-- 
cd in a few tenths of a cubic centimet r 
of weter. After I had considered the 
snbstances had remained ‘together a sul- 
ficent length of time to amalgamate, I 
injected the combina*'n ‘neath the skin 
of an animal selected for experiment, and 
waited for the result. 

In every instance where a quantity of 
the antidotal solution greater in amount 
than the quantity of venom was admin: 
istered the subject of experiment recoy- 
ered. It then occurred to me that pos 
sibly the bile of nog-poisonous serpents 
as well as animals might possess in lim 
ited degree, at least, the antidotal pro- 
erties which T had already discovered 
in the bilieal seeretion of the snakes 
whose bits caused death, It is » well 
known fact that all snakes, hatol’ss 
as well as yenomous, resist through their 
organism the fatal action of all venoms 
that are injected beneath their skins or 
‘lireetly into their blood. 

Various facts, some of which are an- 
atominal, tend to show that the harm: 
less, equally with the venomous serpents, 
possess poison glands and secrete venom 
The former are harmless only in the 
sense that they do not possess weapons 
of offense in the form of poison fangs. 
Most probably, therefore, the relative 
protection against the poisonous action 
ef venom introduced into the blood, 
which is common to serpents, is depen 
dent. upon an effect produced upon 
them by the venom which they all se 
crete, although in the case of the harm 
less serpents only in relatively small 
ntities. 

Experiments made with the bile of 
the grass snake confirmed this suppo- 
sition. When tested against the venom 
ef the Indian cobra, it was found to 
possess curative powers, although it was 
always necessary to use a much larger 
quantity than when the antidote was 
obtained from the bile of the serpent 
which had also farnished the yenom. 
The smallest quantity of the antidote 
vained. from the bile of the harmless 
serpent, which it is necessary to use, is 
considerably larger than that from the 
feoblest of the biles of venomous ser 
pents, although at that a very small 
quantity. The bile of the ox ix able te 
antagonize the fatal netion of a serpent’s 
yonom, its antagonizing power, however, 
being only about the one-seventieth of 
that of the strongest of the biles of ven 
omous serpents which have been tested. 
Tt was shown by other experiments that

Noxt to the Emperor the Most Influential 
Man io Germany. 


Next to the eror, V. Mique 
Minister of Pinan, is wadoubelly 
the present time the most influential 
man in the Fatherland, Few men have 
risen to high position in a more irregular 
way, and an article in The Nineteenth 
Century furnishes an insight into the 
character of the man whose influence is 
most important, especially in matters re- 
lating to finance and tariff, Miss Edith 
Sellers writes, in the main, as follows: 

Miquel is the descendant of one of 
those Huguenots who escaped to Ger- 
many after the revocation of the Edict 
of Nantes, At the age of twenty he 
was a red Radical, being then a student 
in Heidelberg. He joined the Baden 
rebels in 1848, who numbered among 
them some of the most effervescent but

withal most generous and brave mnu in 
Germany. Miquel had some influence 
even then, for the Baden Government 
insisted upon his banishment. He went 
to Paris, joined the Commumses, und 
almost became a professional couspira- 
tor. But the cholera attacked him, his 
recovery was slow, and he had time to 
think, 

In 1854 he became the friend of Ben- 
ningseu, afterward leader of the Na- 
Uoual Liberals. As early as in 1856 he 
was a warm adyocate of the unificatos 
of Germany, at a time when Bismarck 
himself still ridiculed the ide. ‘Tem 
years later he was elected to the Prus- 
xian House of Commons and the Reich- 
stag. He was then, next to Bismarck, 
the most influential man im Germany, 
for, though Beningsen spoke for his 
yucty, Miquel was its brain, The suc- 
cess of the rer of 2870 brought him and 
Bismarek closer together. rs

was innocent, but his reputation sulfer- 
ed somewhat, and he retired into pri- 
‘ate life. Osnabruck, where he had 
been mayor, imnuxiiately reappointed 
him to that post. 4 

In Germany, administrative ability la 
the chief requisite for a mayor, politics 
and residence being of very socondary 
importance. Miquel’s administration of 
Osnabruck earned such a high reputation 
for him that the rich city of Pravkfore 
wppointed him mayor. In 1889 the Bm- 
peror visited Frankfort, and His Ma- 
jesty was so strongly impressed with the 
work of Miquel thut he turned to him, 
saying: “You eure the maa Iwant!”

foe aftor it has been stored. In other 
words, where ice is ayailablo there 
should be an icehouse or ice storage 
chamber so situated with reference to 
the cooling room that the bottom of 
this ice storehouse may be provided 
with a ooil of galvanized iron pipe, 
upon which the ice of the whole storage 
chamber rests directly. Then as the 
cooling brine is circulated through this 
coil upon which the ice rests it would 
withdraw from the ice so many cooling 
nnits as are needed todo the work, with 
no other labor thap simply pumping 
the brine through this refrigerating 
coil and the milk cooler, present 
here a diagram illustrating this idea. 
It will be seen that such a plan would 
allow the ice to settle down upon the 
cooling coil as rapidly as it is melted 
and the water so melted shonld be 
drawn off and could be used for refrig- 
erating purposes as well as the brine, 

I have not attempted to represent de- 
tuils of construction any further than 
is necessary to convey the general idea, 


How Much Hutter? 
Question.—How much batter should 
a cow make that tests 6 per cent butter 
fat Babcock and yives $5 pounds of milk 
per day? How much butter to each de- 
greo of test to a pound of milk?—J. G. 
H 


Answer. —The Babcook test shows the 
actual amount of butter fat produced 
by the cow, and no fixed rule can be 
laid down for calculating the propor- 
tion of butter, as that depends on the 
system of cream raising, the skill and 
care of the butter maker and the quan- 
tity of moisture left in the butter. In 
these days of centrifagal skimming 
all, or virtually all, the butter fat may 
be recovered, and if a rich cream is pro- 
duced there need be but little loss in 
the buttermilk. Thus we are able to 
come to a very fair estimate of the but- 
ter yield. Accepting the standard of 86 
per cent of butter fatin the butter, on 
this basis you should add 15 per cent to 
the butter fat, thus giving in your case 
85 pounds of milk testing 5 per cent, or 
1.75 pounds of butter fat, plus 15 per 
cent, or .26 pound, making about 2 
pounds of butter, or.0116 pound of but- 
ter for one pound of milk testing 1 per 
cent of fat. You will understand that 
this is only approximate, Tho experi- 
ment stations have adopted the standard 
of 1 1-6—that is, for every pound of 
butter fat they add one-sixth of a pound 
and call it butter. This formula would 
make it 1.75 pounds, plus one-sixth, or 
.29 pound, which makes 2.04 pounds 
of butter.—Country Gentleman. 


Alfalfa For Milk Cows. 
Alfalfa~ hay, oue of the best foods, in 
robbed of half its value for milk mak- 
ing by being out ten late, when it is 
placed in the mangers of the cows a 
muss of dry, woody stems only to be re 
jected and dropped under their feet in 
stead of the soft, sweet hay to be eaten 
with a relish, that a little forethought 
could have so well provided.

We 
are growing oats and peas to fill the 
new silo and hope to cheapen the re 
quired protein and grain succulency at 
the same time. The same piece of land 
in the summer will raise a second crop 
when planted to White Dent corn to fill 
the old silo, These two crops make 
more food than the same land could pos- 
sibly produce if planted in alfalfa.—Na- 
tional Stockman,

From my own experience in oheese- 
| making I have found continual and 
patient research necessary in ordor to 


keep pace with the times and 
ments of the consumers, 

The first important matter, whioh 

we must consider, is the cleanliness of 
our cheese factories, Everything in and 
about the factory, from make room to 
| ouring room, muat be kept perfectly 
olean and free from any offensive smells. 
This is a very important matter. With- 
out attention to cleanliness in every de- 
tail we cannot expect to be succcssfal 
in operations, Roosiving the milk 
is the next step in choesemaking, 
when the skill of the cheesomaker 
is taxed more than at any other time 
during the progress Of the day's work. 
Great care must be exercised in receiv- 
ing the milk, accepting none but that 
which is pure and sweet, and freo from 
foul odors. He should use firmness in 
rejecting all other milk, for if impure 
milk is received an impure flavored 
checse will be the result. 

When the milk is being received, 
stenm may be applied lightly to the vat 
after the first few houdred pounds are 
in, Tho heating should be done slow]; 
until the temporature has reached SU 
degrees F. The milk should be stirred 
ocousionally until heated. When the 
desired tempgrature is reached, the 
sterm should be turned off and the 
pipes conveying the steam to vats dis- 
connected, so that the temperature will 
not go above 86 degrees. At this point 
the milk should be tested for acidity in 
order to know its condition before add- 
ing the rennet. 

‘Lhe most practical test known is the 
cup test, The instramfents used in this 
test are an ordinary teacup, holdiftg 
something over eight ounces, a dram 
glass and aspoon, The test is operated 
as { lows: 

Take eight ounces of milk out of the 
vat, measure a dram of rennet, ponr it 
into the spoon, hold the spoon in the 
right hand, immediately over the cup, 
holding your watch in your left hand. 
When the second hand of the watch 
touches any figure on the dial, drop the 
rennet into the milk and stir rapidly 
for ten seconds, so us to croate a whirl- 
ing motion of the milk, keeping one eye 
on the milk and the other on the watch, 
counting the seconds which it takes to 
coagulate. If it takes 50 or 60 seconds 
to coagulate the milk is not ready to 
set and shonld be matured by letting it 
stand until such time as the milk will 
coagulate in about 20 seconds by the 
test. Tho maturing or ripening of the 
milk is a very important matter in 
cheesemaking, and the oup test is a 
guide that will direct us ‘all through 
cheesemaking. ‘The seconds on the 
watch are known as degrees in tho test 
—that is, degrees of acidity —20 seconds 
being 20 degrees of acidity. The milk 
should be ripened to that degree every 
day, 80 as to insure uniformity of qual- 
ity in the cheese from day to day. The 
test will be found valuable, even where 
overripe milk has been received, as it 
will te}l us the exact condition of the 
milk. I would not think of making 
cheese without this test. A little prao- 
tice is required to be able to operate it 
quickly and successfully. 

The m&k being matured to the proper 
degree of acidity, the renvet should be 
added.—Address of Professor A. A.

ALFALFA IN THE EAST, 


How It Compares With Red Clover In 
New York State. 

Much has been written about the hab- 
its and value of alfalfa in the far west. 
We haye also been told how, here and 
there, eastern farmers have succeeded 
with this plant. Dozens of questions 
have come from farmers east of the Al- 
leghanies who wish to know how alfalfa 
differs from red clover in habit of growth 
and in soil requirements. The follow- 
ing from New York state farmurs, writ- 
ten to Rural New Yorker, will doubtless 
answer somo of these questions: A cor- 
respondent writing from Onondaga 
county says: 

In this locality alfalfa seems to do 
well on pretty nearly all soils on which 
it has been tried, providing the ground | 
was thoroughly well fitted and the crop 
got a good start. It seems, however, to 
do best on a soil that has a porous, un- 
derdrained subsoil, where the water 
levol does not come up very high. It is 
arwuk feeder and responds freely to 
thorough applications of fertilizer. I 
believe that any soil that will grow red 
clover well will grow alfalfa, providing 
We have 
taken four tons of good hay from an 
acre in the three cuttings from the 
whole field. When it comes to feeding 
alfalfa, some think it far superior to 
clover hay. I believe that in ordinary 
work on the farm it will be found fully 
as good, and if cut early enough it will 
last in the ground a great deal longer. 

From Madison county comes the re 
port that best results with alfalfa have 
been obtained by seeding with oats. 
This farmer has grown alfalfa five years 
and pleased with it. He writes: 
‘Alfalfa should not be sown until hard 
frosts are over. Tho seed will not grow 
as readily as red clover, a8 it is a native 
of a warm My ground had 
boen well manured, before seeding, with 
stable manure. I nsed no fertilizer with 
the seed. I itin the fall 
after the last cutting with stable ma 
nure with great resulta."’ 

Another New York farmer writes 
The best soil for alfalfa is any dry soil 
where ordinary clover does well or does 
not heave. With us it has done best on

Why Air Escapes From Bloycle Tires, 


Many a wheelman and wheelwoman 
has wondered why, the morning after 
an evening run, the tires of their wheels 
are flabby, as if the air had escaped 
through a puncture, The London Cycle, 
commenting on this, says : 

“Tire troubles are of more frequent 
occurrence during dry, dusty weather 
than in wet. Very often, after the 
cycle has been standing in the hall over 
night, the front tire is found to be soft 
and flabby, and the leakage is located 
with difficulty, Under such a eireum- 
“stance, special attenion should be paid 
to pack the inner tube where it presses 
upon the rim. The heads of the spokes, 
however, are not the only things that 
cut through the rubbers there, Small 
particles of grit lodge between the edges 
of the rim and the outer cover and, de- 
vite the fact that the wired-on edges 
have to be passed, insinuate themsel ‘es 
in time inside, A puncture Is the in- 
variable result, although, by some ‘nys- 
terious intluence, the vicinity of the 
valve aypears to attract the greatest 
number of these fragments.”

One inistake which many mike is ip 
screwing down the cover of the churn 
too tizhtly, When it is just tight 
enough to prevent Jeakage of cream, 
stop. ‘To tighten it further injures the 
cork and necessitates doiug the sume 
every time. 

Property cared for, there ix no reason 
why «a wooden churn should tot be in 
constant use for an indefinite jeviod 
without getting rancid. When ice is 
used in the churn properly to reduce the 
temperature of the cream, it should te 
made quite fine, that the inside of the 
churn may not be made rough by the 
picces coming forcibly agninst it. ‘There 
ts also danger of the sharp coruers 
breaking the glass in the cover. 

W ity Hen« Do Not Lay, 

When the hens do not lay there is a 
cause, and it must be discovered. But 
this reason, when the weather is warm, 
the fault is not in the feeding. How 
may it be known that the managenecut 
is incorrect? By simply observing the 
fowk. If an g has a soft shell it 
is a sure indication that they are being 
overfed. yhen such cases are notices 
the poullryman begins to give oyster 
shells and other substances in order 
to provide lime, but finds such remedies 
failure. The bene are too fat, their or- 
gans are obstructed, and they cannot 
produce eggs. The remedy is to give 
no food at adl for several days, am 
then feed but little. Of course, such 
method will further reduce the nun 
ber of eggs, but unless the hens are 
reduced in flesh they will not only cease 
laying altogether, but die off. The cour- 
age to resort to the heroic remedy of 
withholding all food is lacking with 
the majority, but when the hens do not 
lay the best plan is to get them back to 
a laying condition or suffers 2 Joss, and 
to do this the only available method 
must sooner or later be accepted.

was the Rey. W. R. Young, M. A., pastor 
of the Methodist church in Port Hope, 
whose reputation as an eloquent, original 
and forceful divine had preceded him, and 
this opinion of him was fully sustained by 
the three services in which he took part 
yesterday, for he preached twice and ad- 
dressed the Sunday School in the after- 
noon. 

The text of his morning theme was 
Romans Ist chap, and 14th verse—**T am 
a debtor both to the Greeks and to_ the 
Barbarians, both to the wise and unwise. d 
The writer was Paul—Paul the first Christ- 
ian missionary, Paul the heroic, Paul the 
astute reasoner, Paul the man who under- 
stood men, Paul the unconquerable, Paul 
whose whole being, from the hour in which 
he met the Lord Jesus on the way from 
Jerusalem to Damascus, was permeated 
with one idea, ‘*to preach Obrist and Him 
crucified and risen again.” The terms 
‘* Greeks and Barbarians,” *‘ wise and uno- 
wise,” were the current terms for express- 
ing everyone, for the world was thus 
divided into these two classes, just as we 
speak of *‘ the church and. the world,” or 
** Christians and heathene.’’ In what 
senso was Paula ‘‘debtor” td these? In 
the same sense as the church to-day is a 
‘debtor to the world, asa parent is a 


“debtor” to its child, as a patriot 
is a “debtor” to his country. Paul 
was a ‘‘debtor” to give all his 


powers and all hours to make the world 
better by telling of the great salvation pur- 
chased forall mankind by the life and 
death of Jesus Christ. Apply this great 
underlying principle of Paul's life to the 
home, the community, the congress, and 
its application would quickly bring the 
millenium. Paul felt it his privilege to be 
so great *‘a debtor” to humanity that in 
his own words ‘the counted not his life 
dear unto him,’ if only he could get the 
world to know and accept Jesus Christ as 
ita all sufficient Saviour. 


In the afternoon Mr. Young was cordial- 
ly welcomed by the Sunday School and 
briefly addressed it. 


In the evening Mr. Young took for his 
text the last words of Jesus upon earth, or 
as these words are often called ‘* The 
Church's Marching Orders,” Matthew, 
28th chap., parts of the 18th and 19th 
verses, ** All power is given unto me in 
heaven and ov earth. Go ye therefore and 
teach all nations.” 

Special music at the morning and even- 
ing services was provided by Professor 
Dingle and a choir of twenty-six voices.

United States haye been fluctuating and 
unsatisfactory. Every 
in the American Republic reacted with 
tromeondous force upon the trade of Can 
ada,and, still worse, the periodical changes 


commercial crisis 





of American tariffs rendered the invest 
mont of capital and the establishment of 
intercourse very uncertain, 
During this jubilee year we have, however, 
turned our attention more earnestly than 
ever before towards the markets of Groat 
Britain. Tomy mind this circumstance 
will hereafter be just as notable in the 
history of Canada commercially as the 
evolution of a more gonerous loyalty to 
Britain will be politically. 

Let mo give you a few reasons: Great 
Britain imported in 1896 for home con- 
sumption §$790,000,000 worth of food pro- 


commercial 


~ ducts, all of which, with the exception of 


tea ond fruit and some minor articlos 
amounting to $100,000,000, can be produced 
in Canada. For instance, in 1896 she im- 
ported 130,000,000 bushels of wheat, of 
which Canada supplied only 10,000,000; she 
imported 12,000,000 barrels of flour, of 
which Canada supplied only 90,000 barrels; 
sho imported 5,500,000 bushels of peas, of 
which Canada supplied only 1,400,000 
bushels; she imported 58,000,000 bushels of 
oats, of which Canada supplied only 500,000 
bushels; she imported 62,600,000 bushels of 
barley, of which Canada supplied only 47,- 
000 bushels; she imported 610,000,000 
pounds of bacon, of which Canada supplied 
only 47,000,000 pounds; she imported 163,- 
500,000 pounds of ham, of which Canada 
supplied only 6,500,000 pounds; she im- 
ported 824,000,000 pounds of mutton, of 
which Canada supplied only 4000 pounds; 
she imported 6,000,000 bushels of apples, of 
which Canada supplied only 1,500,000 
bushels; she imported 251,000,000 pounds 
of cheese, of which Canada supplied only 
164,000,000 pounds; she imported $40,000,000 
pounds of butter, of which Canada sup- 
plied only 5,000,000 pounds, The whole ex- 
port of foodstuffs of every description from 
Canada to Great Britain last year amount- 
ed to about $48,000,000, or less than 7 per 
cent. of the food products imported by 
Great Britain for home consumption, 

And this brings me to consider what 
should be done to obtain a larger recog- 
nition in the British market so far as we 
are concerned, and also what might be 
done by Great Britain to give to Canada 
and to the other colonies any preference 
over foreign nations consistent with the 
interests of the Empire. 

In order to make my position clear, it 
might be worth while to give in detaila 
few of the considerations which might 
very properly influence Great Britain to 
give the products of Canada and of her 
other colonies a preference over the pro- 
ducts of foreign nations. 41) The com- 
mercial advantages to the colonies with 
such a preference would greatly strengthen 
and increase their attachment to the Em- 
pire. Commercial interchange means 
much more than simply buying and sell- 
ing; it carries with it social and business 
relations and leads toa better knowledge 
of the political institutions of the countries 
concerned in such commerce, Nothing 
would conduce more toa permanent union 
of her colonies than a better understand> 
ing in Great Britain of Canadian senti- 
ment and feeling, and no better way could 
be found of increasing an acquaintance 
than by increasing trade. 

(2) The greatness of England depends 
upon the maintenance of her colonies. 
Eyory British statesman of any note, now- 
adays at least, admits that her position 
among the other nations of the world 
would bo seriously affected by the loss of 
any one of her important colonics. In order 
to the maintenance of that pre-eminence, 
any measure not detrimental to her inter 
osts, apart from the colonies, is worthy of 
her most serious consideration, 

(3) Her naval supremacy depends to a 
certain extent on the numerous coaling 
stations and harbors of refuge which she 
possesses under her own flag the world 
over, Anyone who studios the great high 
ways of commerce with a map of the world 
before him can see how the loss of Gibral- 
tar, or Malta, or Hong Kong, or Halifax 
would seriously cripple England in main- 
taining her naval supremacy. 

(4) Such a preference for the colonics 
would greatly stimulate tho intorests of 
the residents of the British Islands in 
colonial affairs, and would lead, Lam con- 
fident, toa more speedy settlement of the 
wild lands of the various colonies and the 
development of their resources. From this 
there would be many advantapes: (4) the 
congested settloments of the Mother Coun- 
try would be relioved, and, to that extent, 
the burdens of maintaining a dependent 
population would be greatly diminished; 
(b) the increased population of the colonics 
would give a larger market to the products 
of the British manufacturers, and (c) the 
increased products of the colonies would 
add to the value of British commerce and 
increase the freights of British vessels 

(5) ‘lo be secure against danger in time 
of war, it is important to the Empire that 
hor food supply should be produced under 
her own flag. Tho development of the 
colonies, and particularly the dovelopmont

between the colonies and the Empire, as 
Was suggested by Mr. Chamberlain, Colon- 
jal Secretary, would mean for some years 
at least & taxon many articles now ad- 
mitted to the British market free, In his 
Spocch before the third Congress of the 
Chambers of Coramerce on June 9, 1896, 
he said, speaking of a zollyerein: 

“An essential condition of such a pro- 
posal would be that Britain shall consent 
to replace moderate duties upon certain 
articles which are of large production in 
thecolonies. Now, if I have rightly under- 
stood it, these articles shallhcomprise corn, 
meat, wool and sugar, and perhaps other 
articles of enormous consumption in this 
country which are at present largely pro 
duced in the colonies.’’ Further, after 
pointing out that such a zollverein existed 
in Germany and in the United States, he 
stated: ‘I say that such a proposal as a 
zollverein between Britain and her colonies 
might commend itself even to the orthodox 
free trader’; and further on he says: “'] 
want to impress upon you my personal 
conviction that if a proposal of this kind 
came to us from the colonies, backed by 
any considerable support on their part, it 
would not be met with a blank refusal by 
the people of this country.” 

The London Times, quoted by Sir Donaloe 
Smith ina speech delivered at the same 
congress, said: ‘It is getting to be under 
stood that free trade is made for man, not 
man for free trade. . . The British 
Empire is so large and so self-supporting 
that it could very well afford for the sake 
of « serious political gain to surround itself 
with a moderate fence.’’ These twe 
quotations are very suggestive. 

But there is, perhaps, more significant 
evidence still in the denunciation of the 
Belgian and German treaties of the desire 
of Great Britain to improve and further 
colonial trade, particularly with Canada. 
When it is remembered that her trade with 
Germany and Belgium amounted to $600,- 
000,000 and her trade with Canada to only 
about $100,000,000, it will be seen how large 
& commercial risk she was prepared to 
take for the sake of strengthening her re 
lations with this country. Neither the 
fear of possible irritation on the part of 
Germany or Belgium nor the diversion of 
her immense trade with the German Em- 
pire was allowed to stand in the way of 
treaties that existed for over 80 years when 
it was pointed out to her that in the inter- 
est of Canada such a course was desirable. 
Huaying done so much for one colony, why 
should we doubt her disposition to give a 
reasonable preference to colonial goods for 
the benefit of over 11,..0,000 of her subjects 
in all her colonies? 

If the question could only be made an 
Imperial issue and thus separated from 
all commercial complications the watch- 
word would not be free trade or protec- 
tion, but the unifleation and consolidation 
of the Empire, and on this yiow of the 
quostion it is not hard to predict what the 
attitude of the British Empire League 
should be. 

Next in importance to preferential trade 
with Great Britain is the subject of a re- 
ciprocity treaty between Canada and the 
United States. In dealing with this ques- 
tion the honorable gentleman, after giving 
a succinct history of the various treaties 
which had affected Canadian trade with 
the United States, showed that in its 
political aspect there were certain grave 
dangers which he warned them of. The 
fifth and concluding of these was: 

“Trade follows the flag, and British 
subjects follow British trade. For the fur- 
thor settlement of this country, as well as 
for strengthoning our relations with the 
Empire, our obvious policy is to develop 
trade with Great Britain,” 

For the reasons given there should be no 
haste in the efforts to negotiate a recl- 
procity treaty with the United States. We 
owe it to oureslves that we should not 
approach the Americans in any spirit of 
dependence or subserviency, It should be 
understood that we ask no favors in tho 
American market for which we are unable 
to givoan ample equivalent inthe Cana- 
dian market, and no condition involving 
the sacrifice of any vested right or any 
consideration whatsoover as to the uso of 
our waterways, our railroads, or our fish 
eries, should be put in the scale as a 
counterpolse to any priyiloge afforded us 
in the markets of the United States 

A commercial tresty that cannot be 
made on a commercial basis, pure and 
slinplo, should not bo made at all, On 
this point there should be neither parleying 
nor pandering, If we cannot pay in kind 
for what we get wo must not take the risk 
of supplementing the transaction by any 
other consideration 


tained. He produced at this juncturo a 
sinall bottle containing $90 worth of nug- 
gets, gotten from one pan.

The tales of the starvation which await 
ed the 6000 miners there this winter should 
be discounted by the fact that almost an 
equal namber had survived the winter of 
‘0-05 under equal conditions.

[Ap- 
plause.} The miners there came from al- 
most cyery country under the sun, Ten 
years ago there was no factions, no cliques, 
no politics. Conditions now were chang- 
ed. A man’s popularity depended on how 
often he treated. His rights depended on 
his popularity. Justice formerly was ad- 
ministered by means of miners’ meetings. 
These had of late been brought into disre- 
pute and discredit by mis-administration 
of justice, humorous incidents of which 
Mr. Ogilvie related.

Idon’t say ‘it in a spirit of egotism or 
boasting, I find the average Canadian, if 
not the superior, at least the equal of any. 
I would ask you, don’t be ashamed of Can- 
ada wherever you may go,”’ (Prolonged 
applause.) 

Replying to a cordial expression of 
thanks, Mr. Ogilvie supplemented his en- 
thusiastic dissertation by a few words of 
warning. Of the 100,000 men who would 
flock there in 1898, some 90,000 would have 
toreturn, It required a round ton to pro- 
vide for subsistence for each person for 
the winter. He told prospective Klondikers 
again of men who had mined for 12 yaars 
and wore yet poor, But there were excep- 
tions. One man had said if he could get 
$9000 uhead in the next three years he 
would leave the country and feel happy.

A meeting of the shareholdera of the 
Gas Company, which was attended by the 
Executive Committee of the City Council, 
was hold in the Council Chamber yostorday 
afternoon #t four o'clock for a general dis- 
cussion of the question of giving options 
to

There were prosont Mayor Johnson, Ald, 
Doyle, Falkiner, Starting, Chisholm, 
Harris, Luscombe, Brown, and Messrs. J. 
L. Biggar, Jos.D. Clarke, F, Dolan, W. J. 
Thomson, Ss. Wood, J, MeF ve, W. Wob- 
ater, E. Donald and D. B. Robertson. 

On motion Mayor Johnson was appoint- 
ed Ohairman and City Clerk Robertson 
acted as Secretary. 

Ald. Doyle, who moved the motion call- 
ing the meoting, explained briefly the 
object of it. He said he had gono over 
the City’s investment in the Gas Company 
and he found some $28,000 as dividends 
on their stock up to the present time, 
which he considered clear profit to the 
City. Mr. Pearson, the present lessee, 
pays the Gas Company 6% on their invest- 
ment. ‘Two per cent. is kept out to pay 
for repairs, pay interest on the investment 
and to reduce the debt. If the syndicate 
proposed to spend a large amount of money 
here he would feel more like meeting them, 
but they had made no such proposition. 

Ald. Falkiner said he understood the 
meeting had been called for the sharchold- 
ers of the Gas Company, and the Executive 

: 





Committee were simply present upon in- 
vitation. } 

The Mayor said he felt that this matter 
was of such importance that he considered 
it wise to call this meeting, and that the 
Executive Committee should be pres ut to 
hear the full discussion and get an insight 
into the affairs of the Company. The 
liabilities of the Company to the share- 
holdors were $80,000 and the mortgage 
$54,200,.and the plant is not worth that 
amount. He had paid $1,000 for his 
$1,000 of stock, and he considered he was 
gotting its value if he got $800. But the 
City’s position was allogether different. As 
pointed out by Ald. Doyle, it had been a 
profitable investment. THe thought the 
suggestion that the City should buy the 
works was worthy of consideration, As 
far as he was concerned, he would rather 
sell his stock to the City. 

Mr. Webster asked if the 2%, which was 
being laid aside, had reduced the debt. 


Mr. Biggar said that when the Company 
leased the works they had to spend $5,000 on 
improvements and the 2% had paid off that 
amount, but the original debt had not been 
reduced. 


Mr. Wocd thought securities that were 
bringing 6% were a good investment. 

Mr, Webster was doubtful if the City 
would be as successful in handling the 
works 4s private parties. Something 
must be done to wake the works effective, 
and he would rather see them in the bands 
of a strong syndicate, whom he understood 
were responsible parties, 

All the shareholders present, except Mr. 
Wood, had given options on their stock at 
89 cents on the dollar. Mr, Biggar said 
that options on over half the stock had 
been forwarded to the syndicate. 


Ald. Fualkiner would like to see the 
syndicate show thew hand, Ho would not 
allow the property to go out of the City’s 
hands without a yuarautee from the syndi- 
cate to reduce the price of gas, The City 
had not only paid its w&Y this year, but 
they had paid one-fortieth of the debt.

Mr, Biggar said the syndicate had asked

The Currency Question. 

The President anid: The work of patting 
our finances upon a sound basis, dificult 
as it muy will appear casicr whon 
we reeall the financial operations of the 
Government sinee 1866. On the 80th day 
of June of that year we had outstanding 
demand liabilities in the sum of $725,808, 
447 On the Ist of January, 1870, the 
liabilities had been reduced to 145,880,405 
Of our interest-bearing obligations, the 
fizures ure even more striking. On July 
1, 1866, the principalof the intorest-boar 
ing debtof the Government was Fi, 
881,208, On the first day of July, 1515, 
this sum had beon reduced to $585,087,100, 
or an aggregate reduction of $1,747,214,108. 

With the great resources of the Goyern- 
ment, and with the honorable oxample of 
the past, before us, we ought not to heal- 
tate to onter upon a currency revision 
which will make our demand obligations 
less onerous to the Government and re- 
lieve our financial laws from ambiguity 
and doubt. The evil of the present system 
is found in the great cost to the Govern- 
ment of maintaining the parity of our dif- 
ferent forms of money—that is, keeping 
allof them on par with gold. Nobody is 
obliged to redeem in gold but the Goyern- 
ment, The law which requires the Goy- 
ernment, after having redoomed its 
United States notes, to pay them out 
again as currency funds, demands a con- 
stant replonishment of the gold reserve. 

The serious question is, Shall we con- 
tinue the policy that has been pursued in 
the past, that is when the gold reserve 
reaches the point of danger issue more 
bonds and supply the needed gold, or shall 
we proyide other means to preyent these 
recurring drains upon the gold reserve ? 
If no further legislation is had and the 
policy of selling bonds is to be continued, 
then Congress should give the Secretary of 
the Treasury authority to sell bonds at 
long or short periods, bearing a less rate 
of interest than fs now authorized by law. 

I earnestly recommend as s00n as the re- 
ceipts of the Government are quite suflici- 
ent to pay all the expenses of the Govern- 
ment, that when any of the United States 
notes are presented for redemption in 
gold, and are redeomed in gold, 
such notes shall be kept and set apart and 
only paid out in exchange for gold. If we 
are to have any era of prosperity in the 
country, with sufficient receipts for the ex- 
penses of the Government, we may feel no 
immediate embarrassment from our pres- 
ent currency; but the danger still exists, 
and will be ever present, menacing us 50 
long as the existing system continues. 

I recommend that the issue of national 
bank notes be restricted to the denomina- 
tion of ten dollars and upwards. If this 
suggestion I haye herein made shall have 
the approyal of Congress then I would ro- 
commend that national banks be required 
to redeem their notes in gold. 

The Caban Question, 


| The most important problem with which 


this Government is now called upon to deal 
pertaining to its foreign relations concerns 
its duty towards Spain and the Cuban in- 
surreoction. The story of Cuba for many 
years has been one of unrest, growing dis- 
content, un effort towards a larger enjoy- 
ment of liberty and self-control; of organ- 
ized. resistance to the mother country, of 
depression, after distress and warfaro, and 
of ineffectual settlement to be followed by 
renewed revolt, For no enduring period 
since the enfranchisement of the conti- 
nental possessions of Spain inthe Western 
continent has the condition of Cuba or the 
policy of Spain toward Cuba not caused 
concern to the United States. 

Of the untried measures, there remain 
only: Recognition of the insurgents as 
belligerents; recognition of the indepon- 
dence of Cuba; neutral intervention to end 
the war by imposing a rational compromise 
between the contestants, and intervention 
in favor of one or the other party.

By a special message, dated the 16th of 
June last, L laid before the Senate a treaty 
signed that day by the plenipotontiarics 
of the United States and of the Republic 
of Hawali, having for its purpose the incor- 
poration of the Hawaltian Islands as an in- 
tegral part of the United States and under 
its sovereignty. The Senate having re 
moved the Injunction of secrecy, although 
the treaty is still pending before that body, 
the subject may be properly referred to in 
this message because the necessary action 
of the Congress is required to determine 
by legislation many details of the eventual 
union, should the fact of annexation bo 
accomplished, as I believe it should be,

COLLISION AT SEA. 


Atlantic 
the Allan Line Steamer Corean 
Twice in Dense Fog. 

Halifax, N.S., Dec. 7.—The Allan Line 
steamer Corean, from New York, bound 
to Glasgow, put in here yesterday in a 
dumaged condition, having been in a col- 
lision at sea with a big ocean liner, name 
unknown. She came down on the Corean 
at 12 o'clock Saturday night during « 
dense fog, suddenly appearing on the port 
side in a mist and dashing past like a race 
horse. ‘The officers on deck saw the un- 
known Atlantic greyhound tower aboye 
them for a moment in the night, then 
they knew that their ship had been struck, 
and the next moment they were alone on 
the waste of fog enshrouded water, The 
only sound heard was that of the impact 
as the two ships came together. It was 4 
glancing blow, the colliding steamer’s bow 
having forged ahead of the Corean’s before 
the steamers came together, Then the 
two must haye beon swung around by the 
collision, for the Corean was struck almost 
immediately near the stern. The second 
shock was not nearly as heavy as the first. 
Four of the bow plates wero smashed in, 
several feet of bulwarks and rails were 
carried away, angle iron were broken and 
the deck shattered for a space of a few feet. 
No one was seriously injured. There were 
four hundred cattle on deck, but none of 
thom were injured. All the damage was 
found to be above the water line, but it 
was rather more than would have been 
safe to venture across the Atlantic with, 
so Captain Stewart decided to make the 
165 miles to Halifax,

FIFTY MILES AN HOUR. 


A Fast Train to be Pat on the Intercolontal 
Kuilway Between Montreal 
and Halifax, 


Montreal. Dec. 8.—Fifty miles an hour 
including stoppages from Montreal to 
Halifax. his is the new policy that will 
soon be inaugurated on the Intercolonial. 
Mr, Adolphe Dayis, a very capable engin- 
eer, and at one time superintendent of the 
North Shores Railway, between Montreal 
and Quebec, has been appointed consult- 
ing engineer of Government railways, and 
he appears to have been givens free hand 
by Hon, Mr, Blair in securing the best 
possible rolling stock for the Government 
road, and in carrying out radical reforms. 
After visiting the leading manufacturing 
centres of the continent Mr, Davis found 
what he considered to be the best and 
Most powerful locomotive at the Baldwin 
Works, Philadelphia, and upon the now 
consulting cnginoer’s recommendation it 
Was purchased and brought to Montreal. 

The locomotive is a double compound of 
the newest Vaudain patent, ngunted with 
4 boiler 60 inches in diamoter, 27 feet lony, 
with a grated surface of 26 feet, Sho i 
What Is called a 10-wheeler, having a truck 
of A wheels and 6 fly wheels, 6 fect across 
This engine, which will be known on the 
L.C.R. as No. 168, will have a capacity for 
hauling 12 Pullman coaches, 2 baggage 
and | express car up the steepest grade on 
the Intercolontial Rallway, at a rate of 50 
miles an hour, or she will run up and 
down the medium grades at 70 miles an 
hour. He likewise sald that it was the in- 
tention of the department to equip the 
railway that in ou year's time regular ex 
press trains will run from Montreal to 
Halifax and vice voran at the rate of 50 
miles an hour, including ali stoppages, el

Celestials Soom to Know Their Rights 
and WiLL Maintain Them. 


Pekin, Deo, 8,—The Chinese Government 
has caused it to be made known that up to 
the time of the German occupation of Kiao 
Chou Bay no claim was made by Germany 
for reparation’as a result of the murders 
of the two German missionaries, Nies and 
Hennle, and that there were no other differ- 
ences between the two Goyernmonts, Con- 
sequently, the Government of China points 
out, the missionary question is regarded as 
4% pretaxt to obtain a naval station, which, 
itis shown, Germany has long coveted. 
The Chinese Government, it is said, in con- 
clusion, will never consent to the Germans 
remaining at Kiao Chou Bay, as their 
presence there deprives China of a harbor, 
which, since the war with Japan, has been 
regarded as the most suitable nayal base 
of operations, 


A Brush With the Enemy. 

London, Dec. 8.—A special despatch from 
Shanghai says: On Friday last’ Capt. 
Becker, with 210 German marines, left 
Kiao Chou Bay to occupy the surround- 
ing villages, whence they proceeded to 
capture the city, The Chinese forts open- 
ed fire and the Germans roplicd, killing 
three of the garrison, which thereupon 
fled in disorder, 





WEYLER'’S VILE REGIME, 





Sagasta’s Efforts Too Late to Reconcile 
the Implacable Enemies of Spain. 


London, Dec. 8.—The Daily Chronicle 
publishes yesterday a letter from a cor- 
respondent in Havana, who says: ‘Sagas- 
ta's efforts are too late. Under Weyler's 
vile regime half the Cuban population dis- 
appeared, and the remaining half has been 
converted into the implacable enemies of 
Spain, enemies who will.absolutely refuse 
to accept Spain's word. 

“The central provinces are a desert 
waste, The sugar industry can only bere- 
started by the infusion of American and 
English capital, Few dare to invest. Tho 
island is lost to Spain, and it is clearly the 
duty of the United States to intervene in 
the interests of humanity and civilization 
and to end this fearful inferno.” 


Outrages in Macedonia, 


Sofla, Bulgaria, Dec. 8.—Alarming nows 
reached here yesterday from Macedonia, 
Tho Albanians are reported to be commit. 
ting great excesses at Debra and Kitcheyo, 
and the surrounding districts, killing men, 
outraging women and looting cattle, The 
local authorities are powerless, wholesale 
prosecution and arrests of Bulgarians by 
Turks are also reported from the Bulgar 
ian frontier, The news has caused great 
excitement here, 


Outrage by Turkish Soldiers, 


London, Deo, 8.—The Daily Mail reports 
that a party of Englishmen, including 
Robert Barr, the novelist, while touring 
the Mediterranean, were seized by Turkish 
soldiery at Suediah, a port of Asiatic Tur: 
key, 18 miles southwest of Antioch, on 
Noy. 28 last. ‘Lhey were detained 26 hours 
in prison and experienced much ill-treat 
ment before they were liberated. The 
Daily Mail says that the Government has 
addressed a “serious remonstrance’’ to 
Turkey.

London, Dec. 7.—Walter Croot of New- 
castle, Eng., who was defeated for the ban- 
taum-weight championship of the world at 
the National Sporting Club last night, by 
Jimmy Barry of Chicago, died this morn 
ing of the injuries he received during the 
contest.

Tho Roads and Bridges Committee rose 
and reported progress 

The Council adjourned till Wednesday 
morning. 

WEDNESDAY MORNING SESSION, 

The Council met this morning at 10 
o'clock, the Warden in the chair. 

After the reading of the minutes of the 
last mecting the Warden road a report of 
the Finance and Puolic Property Comuit 
teo since last meeting. The total amount 
spenc during the past year for Court 
Toile and gaol, exclusive of salaries, was 
$2,300. 

The Warden also reported on the ar- 
rapgements mide with the Merchants’ 
Bank. ‘The County will be allowed 3% on 
Sinking fond deposit. ‘They will be 
charged 4% on loans up to the amount of 
their deposit and 5% on all over that 
amount, 

The Warden also reported on the mattor 
of telephones for the County buildings. 
The Manager of the Bell Telephone Co, 
had offered to putin five instruments for 
$100. This numbor included two in Shire 
Hall, one up stairs and one down, one in 
the Sheriff's ottice, one in tho Gavlor’s resi- 
dence and the fifth in the County Crown 
Attorney's oftice. The Warden said he 
had asked the City to pay half of the 
amount, but they had refused on the 
ground that they paid a sufticient sum al- 
ready. He thought the matter should be 
taken up aud considered. 


His Honor read a statement of the 
County's account with the Merchants 
Bank, according to statute. 


Mr, Pearce gave notice of a by-law for 
tho construction of walls in Rawdon and 
Marmora and Lake. 


Mr. English gave notice of a by-law to 
control hawkers and peddlers. 


Mr. McFarlane drew the attention of 
the Council toa matter of importance in 
connection with the Woman's Christian 
Association report. The report stated 
there was a deficit of some $400, which 
coul t be wiped out if the amounts due for 
care of County patients were paid, Mr, 
McFarlane pointed out that the County 
had had no patients in the hospital, but 
possibly patients from the county, for 
which the minor municipalities were re- 
sponsible, had been treated there. 


The Clerk said Mrs, R. J. Bell had call- 
ed upon him, and when he pointed out her 
error she said it was impossible to collect 
fromthe minor municipalities. Now that 
the report had gone abroad he thought the 
Council should take it up and set it right. 


The matter was referred to the Commit- 
tee of the Whole on Ways and Means, and 
in the meantime the Clerk was instructed 
to ask the Secretary of the W.C.A for a 
detailed statement of their account. 


The Council went into Comittee of the 
Whole on Ways and Means, Mr. Douglas 
in the chair, 


The terms offered by the Merchants’ 
Bank, as above reported, were accepted, 

When the matter of telephones for the 
County buildings came up, Mr. McOargar 
said he felt that the County was yotting 
the worst of the Administration of Justice 
arrangement with the City. He 
believed, however, that a telephone 
should be put in the Sheriff's office. 

Mr. Cross was entir ly opposed to the 
telephones at all. ‘lhey were, in his 
opinion, for the benefit of a few gentlemen 
in the city. The $100 might better be 
spent on some of the rough roads of North 

astings. 


The Warden pointed out that the tele- 
Jhones in the County buildings were large- 
y used for County business. His idea in 
asking for five instruments was to make 
the system complete. 

The agreement votween the City and the 
County made in 1896 was read. It stated 
that the City wore to pay a certain amount 
annually, for which they were to haye the 
use of the County buildings and all appli- 
ances locidentsl thereto. The Clerk gave 
it as his opinion that the City could compel 
the County to put in these telephones. 

It was decided to ask the County Soli- 
citor’s opinion as to whether the County 
was liable or not. 

The Committee of the Whole on Ways 
and Moans rose and reported progress and 
asked leave to sit again. -Granted. 

It being noon the Warden left the chair.

WILLIAM L. BABY IS DEAD. 


A Well-Known Customs OMcial at Wind- 
sor Taken Off by Paralysia- 

Windsor, Ont., Deo. 10.—William L. 
Baby, a descendant of one of the oldest 
French families in America, and for 2 
years an officerin the Canadian customs, 
died yesterday afternoon at the British 
American Hotel, Windsor, whore he was 
residing. A wook ago he had a paralytic 
stroke, but was apparently recovering 
until the morning, when he took a turn for 
the worse and sank rapidly. William L 
Baby was born at Sandwich in 1811. His 
family was founded in the seventeenth cen- 
tury by Jacques Baby de Rainville, son of 
Seigneur De Rainville.

On coming to nian's estate he 
bought a farm at Chatham, Kent County, 
and Uved there for a number of years, 
During the Rebellion of 1437-38 ho was a 
lieutenant, commanding a company of the 
Kent County militia. 


ONTARIO'S SCHOOLS, 


Principal Macvicar Spoaks of the System 
Discussed and Its Adoption Suggested, 


Montreal, Dec, 10.—At the moeting of 
the Protestant Board of School Commis- 
sioners yesterday the chairman, Roy. Prin- 
cipal Macvicar, paid a high tribute to the 
system of free education in Ontario. The 
question of aiding people who are too poor 
to pay for the education of their children 
is one which often comes before the com 
missioners, and is dificult to deal with. 
The members of the Board yesterday 
agreed that some such system as that in 
Ontario ought to be adopted. The annual 
report of the Board, which was adopted at 
the meeting, showed that the cost of tho 
High School education was nearly $&% per 
pupil, while in the common schools it is a 
little over $20. Tho cost to parents Is from 
$0 to $0 for euch child in the High School, 
and an average of about $10 in the Public 
Schools.

MOSLEM UNREST 


A Sinking of Mutual Animosities to 
Rally Royal the Sultan, 

St. Petersburg, Dee. 10.—Throughont 
Russian Asian there ia general unrest 
among the Moslems, It is attributed to 
the exaggerated reports of the Turkish 
victory over the great Greek Empire, 
which have spread throngh the length and

If the United States Intervenes In Caba

Madrid, Deo. 10,—At a Cabinet Council 
yesterday, at which the Queen-Rogent pre- 
sided, the Premier, Senor Sagusta, out- 
lined the opinions of the European press 
regarding President McKinley's message 
to Congress, the majority of which, the 
Premier said, were favorable to Spain. 
He further declared that, in the event of 
the United States wishing to intervene in 
Cuba, it would find the Goyernmont pre- 
pared to defend the rights and honor of 
Spain.

Voary and His Meteorite. 

London, Dec. 10,—Licut. Peary, the 
Arctic explorer, paid a visit yesterday 
afternoon to the British Museum, where he 
Was met by the director, Sir William 
Fowler, and Curator Fletcher of the Min- 
eralogical Department. Mr. Fletcher ox- 
amined a specimen of the Cape York 
meteorites discovered and brought to New 
York by Peary, und unhesitatingly de 
clared that it was certainly of meteoric 
origin. He added that no specimen in the 
British Museum had meteoric characters 
more sharply or more clearly shown than 
those of the Cape York meteorite, his is 
the opinion of ono of the foremost author! 
ties of the world, and it has so thoroughly 
convinced Dr, J. Scott Keltie, Scoretary of 
the Royal Geographical Society, that it is

York Mook and Job Printers to 
Strike for a Shorter Day~Fuuds 
for Hoth Sides. 


New York, Dec, 10,—At the annual con- 
vention of the International Typographi- 
cal Union a year ago it was decidel to 
make a fight for a work day of nine hours 
in all book and job printing shops as soon 
as possible, This fight, itis said, will be 
started in this ciiy on Jan, 2, 1808, and 
will involve nearly 5000 men, as the ci- 
ploying printers haye resolved to oppose 
the demand. 

It wasannounced last night that other 
cities, including Brooklyn, would also take 
up the fight for nine hours, and that be- 
fore the New Year was a month old it was 
probable that 50,000 men would be on 
strike for a shorter work day. 

On Dec, 2 Typographical Union No, 6 
sont a notice to 102 employers, making an 
official demand for a work day of nine in- 
stead of ten hours, beginning on Jan. 1. 
On Tuesday night an executive mecting 
of the Typothotwe was held at No, 107 
Downing street, at which resolutions were 
passed denying the demand of the print- 
ers, and looking to raise a fund of $50,000 
as a defence fund to fight “Big Six.”

COUNTY COUNCIL. 


THURSDAY AFTERNOON SESSION, 

Council resumed at 2 o'clock, 

Moved by Mr. English, seconded by Mr. 
Pearce, that the Clerk prepare or have 
srepared for our next January session a 
by. aw to regulate the licensing of hawkers 
and peddlers within the county, and that 
such by-law be drawn to cover roesi- 
dent pedd'ers, as well as non-resident 
peddlers, and also in accordance with the 
recent legislation and decisions of the 
coutts in respect to the same, —Carried. 


The Committee of the Whele on Roads 
and Bridges resumed, Mr. Holgate in the 
chair. 

The letter from the trustees of Baysido 
school with reference to a thousand loads 
of grayel taken from their farm by the 
county men, was then taken up. 


Mr. Farnham, foreman of the gang of 
men, said he had b en told by Mr. Grills, 
leesee of the farm, where to open the pit, 
and he had understood the gravel was to 
be 5 cents per load. As regarded the 
da.wage done to Grills’ rye, he did not 
think the damage would exceed $2. 

It was decided to give Mr. Grills $5 for 
damage to his grain, but that no action be 
taken in reference to the price of the 
gravel.—Carricd, 


The County have already paid five cents 
per load for the amount taken, and this 
price they deem suflicient. 

Mr. Holgate reported that he aud the 
Superintendent had inspected gravel pits 
on the Front of Sidney and the Front of 
Thurlow. For the one on the Front of 
Sidnoy $300 per acre was asked. ‘here 
was a good pit on the Front of Thurlow, 
which could be obtained at a reasonable 
price. No action was taken. 


Moved by Mr. Hanley, seconded by 
Mr. Clare, that the Clerk communicate 
with the Clerk of the County of Lennox to 
arrange for a meeting of the officials of the 
two counties to inspect Kingsford bridge, 
and, if found necessary, to repair or re- 
build the bridge.— Carried. 

Moved by Mr. Hanley, seconded by Mr. 
Kirk, that the Superintendent have gravel 
banked where advisable. —Carried. 


Mr. McCargar thought the Council 
should purchase # stone crusher and « 
heayy roller in order to keep up with tho 
time and have roads properly built. 

Mr. Denyes was of opinion that if the 
Council would erdeavor to got legislation 
through Parliament to enforce the use of 
wide tires it would have wore bonelit 
than a road roller and a stone crusher. 

Gonsiderable discussion took place on 
the question of reducing the appropriation 
on gravel roads next year tou $10,000, but 
several mewhbors of the Council were not 
in favor of the reduction. They maintained 
that in order to maintain the present food 
condition of the roads the prosent expendi- 
ture would be nece wary. 

Lt was pointed out by the Warden that 
now that the borrowing power of the 
Ouunty was limited to 80% of the taxes col- 
locted some means would have to be adopt 
ed to get in the money trom the minor 
municipalities earlier in the year.

Mayor Jobnson pointed out that if tho 
syndicate got the gas stock at 80 cents on 
the dollar they would not only }pay $64,- 
000 for the $80,000 stock, but they would 
assume a mortgage of $34,000, or in other 
words they would buy the stock at a 
premium of 20%. :

A Quebec Liberal Relates His 


Grievances. 


He Claims to Haye the Premier's 
Promise of the Lieut.-Governor- 
ship--Sacrifices for the Party. 


The alleged counsellings, caballings or 
whatever the reader chooses to term them, 
which have been going on at Quebec bo- 
tween Lieut.-Governor Chaploau, Licut.- 
Governor Patterson and others, haye had 
at least one effect, which has become pub- 
licly known. ‘They have caused M. 
Choquette, the Liberal M.P. for Mont- 
magny, and M. Francois Langelier, the 
veteran Liberal who represents Quebec 
Centre in the Commons, to unbosom their 
political consciences to an appreciative 
public. 

M. Choquette—to take the least import- 
ant of the two gentlemen, first—declared, 
in conversation with a newspaper reporter, 
that he would not be content wore Sir 
Adolphe Chapleau reappointed for a second 
term as Lieutenant-Governor, as that posi- 
tion had been promised to his friend M. 
Francois Langelier, M.P., by Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier several months since. 

M. Langelier’s story of his wrongs, de- 
tails of which, copied from the Toronto 
Globe, are given herewith, under 
the Globe's own heading, is much more in- 
teresting—because given in precise and 
absolute detail than that of his fidus 
Achates, Choquette. It bears, as the 
reader will find on porusing it, a strong 
family resemblance to the ** bunco”’ game 
which was practiced by the Premier of 





Senatorship in British Columbia, who 
dwells on the mainland. In each caso 
there was a promise (in this latest oxem- 
plification of Sir Wilfrid’s honesty and 
truthfulness, a written pledge, conveyed

quette, M.P. for Montmagny. I am not 
breaking any contidence in answering your 
uostion, although it is the first time ‘that 
ever referred to the pub- 
but ‘before the Premier's letter 
Feached ime containing tho offer or 
of the Quebec  Lieutenant- 
overnorship, Sir Wilfrid's intention 
was known todozens, even before I had 
the least inkling of the matter myself.

**T can never support it ; not on account 
of any enmity towards Sir Adolphe Chap- 
leau, but because T should consider such 
coalition a gross piece of political immoral 
ity. ‘The general feeling among tho old 
Liberal guard of the Liberal party is a 
anit with me on this subject. Be i 
understood, however, that I am not oppos- 
ed to any Conservative entering our ranks 
who is impelled to doso by motives of con- 
viction, but Tam certainly opposed to in- 
ducing, through the means of bribery, any 
Conservatives to join our ranks. Firstly, 
because itis immoral, and, secondly, be 
cause itis an unwarranted foolish moye, 
as these people would be sure to return to 
their old love the moment that the oppor- 
tunity became more golden. ‘The leaders 
of the old Libetal school are not apathetic 
oyer the matter; they are simply aod 
silently watchivug events, and when the 
propor time comes wi'l give the Govern- 
mont to understand «nt they cannot and 
wil! vot tolerate sucli an untimely political 
alliance. Their advice has not been a-ked, 
but I have reason to believe that a number 
of them haye already oxpresscd thein- 
selves very strongly tothe Premier, which 
is sullicient for the moment, until new doe- 
velopments shall arrive to determine more 
enorgetic action.” ; 


** Was it not you who induced Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier to stand for Quebec East 
when, as Minister of Inland Revenue in 


the Mackenzie Government, he was defeat- 
ed at Arrhabaska ?” ; 


**Yos; I was one of those who obtained 
the consent of the late Hon. M. Thibau- 
deau, the then sitting member, to resign 
his seat in order to make room for the pre- 
sent Premier, and ever since I have been 
a personal and political friend. Further- 
more, it was at his express desire | pre- 
sented myself as the Liberal candidate in 
the County of Megantic in 1884, and won 
the seat against two Conservative Govern- 
ments then in power at Ottawa and Quo- 
bee. I expressed a desire to withdraw 
from the arena of politics when I was com- 
pelled to sell my property, as 
found my practice ruined, aud saw that 
I had not the weans to faco the 
expenses of anothor election. In the fall 
of 1894 I warned Sir Wilfrid of this fact, 
but when the general olections came on 
it was strongly represented to me that, 
on account of ‘the position taken by our 
party on the Manitoba school question, if 
I did not run the reason might be misin 
terpreted and iv might have the effect of 
discouraging our friends in the District of 
Quebec and also cause the loss of soveral 
constituencies.

The San Jose Scale. 


Hon. Mr, Dryden introduced a Goyern- 
ment bill to deal with the San Jose scale, 
the new fruit pest. In doing so, he fol- 
lowed the career of the destructive scale 
in different parts of the United States, 
pointing out the means by which it works, 
and the difficulty of curbing it. It had been 
thought at first that the insect could not 
live In this climate, but it had proven its 
ability todo so. The insect could not fly, 
and it was carried by birds about from 
one tree to another, and from one orchard 
to another. It would thrive on maples, 
elms and othor forest trees, as well as on 
fruit trees. This pest could not be reach- 
ed by means of the ordinary spraying pro- 
coss. 

It had been thought at first that the 
chief seat of the pest had been traced to an 
orchard'in the Niagara district, and the 
Government had tried to buy the owner 
out, with a view to destroying all his trees, 
The owner, however, had objected, and 
since then the area affected by the pest 
had increased eight-fold. If the pests were 
allowed to go another year they would get 
beyond control. Mr, Dryden explained 
that his bill made it imperative for owhers 
of infected orchards to notify the Gévern- 
ment, and gave the Government power to 
destroy diseased trees. Tho bill also pro- 
vided that the Government may, on the 
advice of its inspectors, indemnify those 
whose trees was destroyed to the extent of 
25 per cent. of their loss. 

In reply to Mr. Whitney, Mr. Dryden 
stated that he did not think the pest was 
injurious to human health. It simply 
sucked the life out of the trees,

Keally the Blessing of Mlessings 

Rev. Dr, Talmage preached on Sun 
day morning from the text Job vy, 20 


As a shock of corn cometh in in li 





Going at a rate of 40 miles the hone 
u few days ago, L enught the ormmon 
If you hive recently been in the tield 
of Penusylvinia, or New Jersey, or New 


York, or New Bngland, or any of the 
country districts, you know that the corn 
is nearly all cut, The sharp kuite 


struck through the stulks and left them 
ull along the fielda until a man cume 
with a bundle of straw ond twisted u 
few of these wisps of straw into a band, 
und then gathering up as much of th 
corn as he could compass with bis arm 
he bound it with his wisp of straw, and 
then stood it in the field in what is 
called a shock, 

It ix estimated that there are 
now several billion bushels of corn 
standing in the shock, waiting to 
be husked Some time during he 
lutter part ot next month the 
farmers will gather, one day on or 
farm, another day on another farm, and 
they will put on their rough husking 
apron, and will take the husking pe, 
which is a picce of iron with a leather 
loop fastened to the hand, and with it 
unsheath the corn from the husk and 
toss it into the golden heap. Then the 
wagons will come along and take it to 
the cornerib, 

How vividly to all those of us who 
were born in the country comes the 
remembrance of husking time! We 
whited for it as for n gala day of the 
year. It was called a frolic. The trees 
having for the most part shed their foli- 
age, the farmers waded through the fall- 
en leaves, and came through the keen 
morning air to the gleeful country. ‘he 
frosts, which had silvered cyerything 
during the night, begau to melt off of 
the top of the corn shocks. While the 
farmers were waiting for others, they 
stood blowing their breath through their 
fingers or thrashing their arms around 
their bodies to keep up warmth of cir- 
culation. 

Roaring mirth greeted the late farmer 
as he crawled over the fence, Joke 
and repartee and rustic salutation 
abounded, All ready, now! The men 
take hold the shock of corn and hurl it 
prostrate, while the moles ani mice 
which have secreted themselves there 
for warmth attempt escape. The withe 
of straw is unwound from the corn 
shock, and the stalks, heavy with the 
wealth of grain, are rolled into two bun- 
dies, between which the huskers sit 
down. The husking peg is thrust in 
until it strikes the corn, and then the 
fingers rip off the sheathing of the ear 
and “here is a crack at the root of the 
corn is snapped off from the husk, and 
the grain, disimprisoned, is hurled up in- 
to the sunlight. 

The nir is so tonic, the work is so very 
exhilarating, the company is so blithe. 
that some laugh, and some shout, and 
some sing, and some: banter, and some 
tease a neighbor for a romantic ride 
along the edge of the woods in an even- 
tide, in a carriage that holds but two, 
and some prophesy as to the number of 
bushels to the field, and others go into 
competition as to which shall rifle the 
most corn shocks before sundown. 


After awhile the dinner horn sounds 
from the farmhouse, and the table is 
surrounded by a group of jolly and hun- 
gery men. From all the pantries and 
‘he cellars and the perches of fowl on 
he place the richest dainties come, and 
here are carnival and neighborhood re- 
union, and a scene which fills our mem- 
ory, part with smiles, but more with 
tears, as we remember that the farm 
belongs now to other owners, and other 
hands gather in the fields, and many of 
those who mingled in that merry husk- 
ing scene have themselves been reaped 
“like as a shock of corn cometh in in 


_his season.” 7 


There is a difference of opinion as to 
whether the orientals knew anything 
about the corn as it stands in our fields, 
but recent discoveries have found out 
that the Hebrew knew all about Indian 
maize, for there bave been grains of the 
corn picked up out of ancient crypts and 
exhumed from hiding places where they 
were put down many centuries ago, and 
they have been planted iu our time and 
have come up just such Indian maize as 
we raise in New York and Ohio. So 
I am right when I say that my text 
may refer to a shock of corn just as you 
and I bound it, just as you and I threw 
it, just as you and I husked it. Tree 
may come some practical and useful and 
comforting lessons to all our souls while 
we think of coming in at last “like a 
shock of corn coming in in his geason.” 

It is high time that the king of terrors 
were thrown out of the Ghristian vo- 
cabulary. A yast multitude of people 
tulk of death as though it were the dis- 
aster of disasters instead of being to a 
good man the blessing of blessings. It 
is moving out of a cold vestibule into a 
warm temple. It is migrating into 
groves of redolence and perpetual fruit 
uge. It is a change from bleak March 
to roseate June. It is a change of 
manacles for garlands. It is the trans- 
muting of the iron handcuffs of early ‘n- 
cearceration into the diamonded wristlets 
of a bridal party, or, to use the suggés- 
tion of my text, it is only husking time. 
It is the tearing off of the rough sheaf 
of the body that the bright and the 
and the beautiful soul may go free, Com- 
ing in “like a shock of corn cometh in 
in his season.” Ohrist broke up a 
funeral procession at the gate of Nain 
by making a resurrection day for a 
young man and his mother, And I 
would that I could break up your sad- 
ress and halt the long funeral proces- 
sion of the world’s grief by some cheer- 
ing and cheerful view of the last transi- 

ion, 

We all know that husking time was a 
time of frost, Frost on the ground. 
Irost on the fence. Frost on the bare 
branches of the trees. Frost in the air, 
Frost on the hands of the huskers, You 
remember we used to hide behind the 
corn shocks so as to keep off the wind, 
but still you remember how shivering 
was the body and how painful was the 
cheek and how benumbed were the hands. 
But after awhile the sun went high up 
and all the frosts went out of the air, 
and hilarities awakened the echoes and 
joy from one corn shock went up, “Aha, 
atin,” and was answered by joy from an- 
other corn shock, “Aba, aha!” 


So we all realize that the death of our 
friends is the nipping of many expecta 
tions, the freezing, the chilling, the 
frosting of many of our hopes. It is far 
from being ao south wind. It comes 
from the frigid north, and when they go 
awny from us we stand benumbed in 
body and benumbed in mind and be- 
numbed in soul, We stand among our 
dead neighbors, our dead families, and 


We sILY Will we ever get over it?” Yes, 
Ww will get over it amid the shoutings 
of heavenly runion, and we will look 
back to all these distresees of bereave- 
ment onls s the temporary distresses 
of husking time. “Weeplog may endure 
for a night, but jo th in the morn- 
ing.’ “Light, and but for n moment,” 
said the apostle as he clapped his hands, 
“light and but for a moment.” The chill 
of the frosts followed by the glndnees 
that cometh iu “ike us «© shock of corn 
comcth in in his season,” 

Or cours the husking time made 
rough work with the ear of corn "bhe 
hu og peg had to be thrust in aud the 
bard thumb of the busker had to come 
down on the swathiog he ear, and

chisel to complete the statue. Just so 
ininy panes to separate the soul form 
the hody. You who bave chronic «ail 


ments und disorders are only paying in 
installments that which some of ua will 
have to pay in one payment when we 
pay the debt of nature. Thank God, 
therefore, ye who have chronic disor 
ders, that you have so much lees suffer 
ing at the Jast. Thank God that you 
will have so munch less to feel in the 
wity of pain at the hands of the heavenly 
TTusbandman when “the shock of corn 
cometh in in his season,” 

Perhaps now this may be an answer 
to a question which I usked one Sabbath 
morning, but did not answer. Why Is 
it that so many really good people have 
so dreadfully to suffer?) You often find 
a good man with enough pains and aches 
and distresses, you would think, to disei- 
pline a whole colony, while you find a 
man who is perfectly useles’ going 
around with easy digestion and steady 
nerves aud shining health and his exit 
from the world is comparatively pain 
less, How do you explain that? Well, 
I noticed in the husking time that the 
husking peg was thrust into the corn 
und then there must be a stout pull he- 
fore the swathing was taken off of the 
ear and the full, round, healthy, luxuri- 
ant corn was developed, while on the 
cther hand there was corn that hardly 
seemed worth husking. We threw that 
into a place all by itself, and we called 
it “nubbins.” 

Some of it was mildewed and some of 
it was mice nibbled and some of ii 
wis great promise and no fulfillment. 
All cobs and no corn. Nubbins! After 
the good corn had been driven up to the 
barn we came around with the corn bis- 
ket and we picked up these nubbins. 
They were worth safing, but not worth 
much. So all around us there are peo 
ple who amount to nothing, They de- 
yelop into no kind of usefulness, ‘They 
are nibbled on one side by the wold 
and nibbled on the other side by the 
devil and mildewed all over. Great pro- 
mise and no fulfilment. All cob and no 
corn.  Nubbins! 

They are worth saving. I suppose 
many of them will get to heaven, but 
they are not worthy to be mentioned in 
the same day with those who went 
through great tribulation into the king- 
dom of God. Who would not rath:r 
have the pains of this life, the misfor- 
tunes of this life—who would not rather 
be torn, and wounded, and lacerate, 
and wrenched, and husked, and at last 
go in amid the very best grain of the 
granary, than to be pronounced not 
worth husking at all. Nubbins! In ochor 
words, I want to say to you people wh» 
have distress of body and distress in 
business and distress of all sorts, thie 
Lord has not any grudge against you, It 
is not derogatory: it is complimentary. 
“Whom the Lord loveth He chasteneth,” 
and it is proof positive that there is 
something valuable in you, or the Lord 
would not have husked you. 

You remember also that in the time of 
husking it was a neighboring reunion. 
Ly the great fireplace in the winter, the 
fires roaring around the glorified back- 
logs on an old-fashioned hearth, of which 
the modern stoves and registers are only 
the degenerate descendants, the farmers 
used to gather’ al spend the evening, 
and there would be much socinlity, but 
it was not apyiting like the jovw of the 
husking time, for then all the fariners 
came, and they enme in the very best 
humor, and they came from beyond the 
brook, and they came from regions two 
md three miles around. Good spirit 
reigned supseme, and there were great 
handshakings, and there was carnival, 
and there was the recital of the brightest 
experiences in all their lives, and there 
was a neighborhood reunion the memory 
of which makes all the nerves of iny 
body tremble with emotion as the strings 
of a harp when the fingers of a player 
have swept the chords. 

The husking time was the time of 
neighborhood reunion, and so heaven 
will be just that. There they come up! 
They slept in the old village churehyard 
There they come up. They reclined 
amid the fountains and the sculpture 
und the parterres o1 a city cemecery 
There they come up! They went dowr 
when the ship foundered off Cape Hat 
terna. They come up from all sides—fromm 
potter's fleld and out of the solid mason 
ry of Westminster Abbey. They come 
up! They come up! All the hindrances tu 
thelr better nature husked off. All their 
physical ailments husked off. All thel 
spiritual despondencies husked off. A} 
their hindrances to usefulness huskec 
off. The grain, the golden grain, thé 
God-fashioned grain, visible and con 
apicuous, Some of them on earth were 
such disagreeable Ohristians you cmuld 
hardly stand it in thelr presence. Now 
in heaven they are go radiant you hardly 
know them, The fact is all their imper 
fections have been husked off, They did 
not mean on earth to be disagreealle. 
They meant well enough, but they told 
you how sick you looked, and they teld 
you how many hard things they had 
heard about you, and they told you how 
often they had to stand up for you in 
some battles until you wished alniost 
that they had been slain in some of the 
battles. Good, pious, consecrated, well 
meaning disagreenables. 

Now, in heaven all their offensiveness 


has been husked off. Bach one is va | 


bappy as he ean be. Every one he mevts 
19 happy as he canbe. Heaven one great 
neighborhood reunion. All kings and 
queens, all songsters, all millionaires, 
all banqueters. God, the father, with his 
children all around Him. No “goodhby” 
in all the air.. No grave cut in all the 
hills. Rivers of crystal rolling over bed 
f pearl, ucder arch of chrysoprasus, Into 


the sen of glass mingled with fire. Stand | 


at the gare of the granary and see the 
erain come in, out of the frosts Into th 
sunshine, ont of the darkness into the 
light, out of the tearing and the rip 
ping, and the twisting, and the wrench 





ing, and the lacerating, and the husking 
time of earth into the wide open door of 
the King’s granary, “like as u shock of 
rn cometh in in his season 
Yes, heaven, a great sociable, with joy 
ke the joy of the huaking time, Noo} 
here feeling so big he declines to sper 
some one who is not so large.

They all seemed to be happy 
together In those good times, 

And so it will be ‘nm heaven. Our

Him and the neighbors will come in. 
and the past will be rehearsed. And 
some one will tell of victory and we will 
all celebrate it. And some one will tell 
of great struggle, and we will all praise 
the grace that fetched him out of it.

seul the pith of a certain kind of bam- 
boo for muking flowers, Crassus, onu 
of the Roman triginvirs, was the first 
in Rome to have them made of gold 
nod silver, 

During the middle ages flowers made 
of metal, satin, silk, wax and paper 
Were used in the Roman Catholic 
Church with symbolical signitications, 
On festal occasions they were merely 
Worn for ornament, : 

Iu 1728 Seguin, a botanist and chem- 
ist, began the manufacture of flowers 
in Paris, employing parchment for th 
flowers and bristles for the stems. Ili« 
work Wis so perfect and artistic that 
the jealousy of some of the Jeading 
iainters was aroused, From that time 
the manufacture of artificial flowers 
steadily grew and develope) in France, 
aud to-day the French excel in this 
work, 

The art was introduced into Mngland 
‘luring the French Revolution by refu- 
xves Who made use of it as « means of 
subsistence, It has been successfully 
neutralized in the United States. 
Knives of various sizes and shapes, 
stumps, goffering irons of different kinds. 
molds called veiners, and agate of ginss 
burnishers, are the chief tools made use 
of in manufacture, 

rhe letves and the petals are usually 
made of silk or paninrtes the material 
to be shaped is folded several times, 
liid upon a leaden table and a stamp 
is driven through it.  Goffering irons 
ure made use of to hollow the petals; 
voiners, as the name employs, are used 
fu vein the leaves, ond the burnishers 
are employed to give the petals a polish- 
ed appearance. The stamens and pistils 
ttre formed of wire, covered with silk; 
the stock is made of wire coated with 
a green material and jis fixed to the sta- 
mens and pistals, around which are at- 
tached the petals, and lastly, the calyx. 
Buds are made of cotton or glass balls 
covered with silk or cambric, 

The florists’ fingers, guided by skill 
and taste, have much to do with the 
beauty of the flowers produced. Great 
ingenuity is often displayed even In a 
cheap sprig consisting of several materi- 
als well put together and arranged. 

French wholesale bouses engaged in 
the ~ manufacture of artificial flowers 
have cach some ‘special branch: thus, 
one makes only roses, another wild How- 
ers, a third leaves, ete. The best and 
i: expensive flowers are hand-paint- 
ed.

The butts of the corn plant contains 
more nutriment than the soft top and 
leaves, but, as The Farm Journal ex- 
plains, when chopped off, however short 
the out may be, there left a sharp 
edge thut hurts the months of cattlo 
and causes them to become sore. In 
shredded fodder there are no sharp 
edges, but the entire outer surface is 
broken and crushed so that it becomes 
like coarse hay and can be eaten with- 
out difflonlty by any stock on the farm. 

This corn hay can be handled with a 
pitehfork like hay, can be baled like 
lay and sold at a good price in city 
markets. Whatever waste there is in 
feeding this material goes into the ma- 
nure heap in the best possible shape; in 
fuct, the waste makes the very best 
stable bedding, which certainly cannot 
be said of the whole stalks. 

There are machines that shred the 
fodder and husk the corn at the same 
time. When the corn and fodder are 
both dry, this does excellent work. In 
rainy seasons find when corn ripens late 
it is difficult to preserve the fodder and 
the grain too. =

work, the shredding can be left until

Care of Mowing Fields, 

A Vermont correspondent, in a letter 
to Farm, Ticld and Fireside, suggests, 
funong other things, once in a few 
years to sow on grass seed in autumn 
and harrow the land. This should be 
done carly and would be better along 
with the application of manure. This 
method will work well for land that is 
somewhat moist, stony and hard to cul- 
tivate. We find little benefit in top 
dressing good tillable land after the 
grass has become run out, as it is term- 
ed. In such cases plowing, devoting to 
other crops and reseeding would be pref- 
erable. Then after a good sward has 
been established the yield of hay can be 
successfully kept up for a timo if de- 
sired by frequent application of manure.

FRENCH METHOD OF KEEPING MANURE. 
is generally practiced in Europe, and 
the product obtained is highly esteemed 
as © fertilizer. It is‘‘very dark colored, 
or oyen bluck, and acquires a highly 
offensive odor, while the straw in it 
loses its consistency and becomes soft 
and incoherent.’’ This black substance 
is held by certain French agriculturists 
to possess special value as a plant food. 

In connection with the foregoing W. 
H. Beal gives an illustrated description 
in a bulletin issued by the department 
of a method employed in the prepara- 
tion of this well rotted manure in 
France: The manure is placed on slight- 
ly inclined plats of packed earth or ce- 
ment, so arranged that the leachings 
drain out intoa pit from which they are 
pumped up and distributed over the 
manure heap, It is usual to provide two 
manure plats so arranged that when one 
is full (when the manure is eight to ten 
feet high) it may be allowed to ferment 
undisturbed while the other is used. 
The manure is carried from the stables 
to the top of the manure heap in wheel- 
barrows over an inclined plane of boards. 
Care is also taken to smooth down the 
sides of the heap to prevent the too free 
access of air and tho loss of leachings. 


New Competition In Celery.

The enormous profits real- 
ized by some of the first celery growers 
of Florida at once attracted the atten- 
tion of the keen market gardeners in 
California.

{ may be used when there is 
internal irritation to sootbe and allay the 
suffering. Its uses are Jegion, and for 
years the frugal people who live in 
rumil districts of the east have had lucra 
tive employment in gathering thia bark, 

In Inter years the eastern supply hus 
grown so short that the manufacturers 
have had to cast about for new forests, 
and have turned to the south for thelt 
supply. Accordingly last spring Allen 
Asher of Memphis received an inquiry 
from an eastern house wanting froin 
LOO,000) ta 200,000 pounds of the bark. 
‘This was last April. Mr, Asher inserted 
an advertisement in the papers ing tie 
ing where und in what quantities the 
bark could be found here. There were 
hundreds of responses, and a thriving 
little Industry has been established. Mr. 
Asher tells the story of the bark in this 
pine rs 

“To get slippery elm bark in Jaurge 
quantities isa new industry in this 
section of the country. Heretofore the 
eastern manufacturers have been able 
to get all they  desirec from nearby 
points. Six or eight months ago we had 
an inquiry from a large manufacturer 
Who is engayed in the business of mana- 
facturing pure powdered licorice raot. 
tobaceo favor, ete. He desired tu suow 
if we could get any slippery elm bark 
in this section of the country and the 
probable cost and quantity to be obtuin- 
ed, and at the same time stated that on 
necount of its scarcity with them the 
price had advanced two cents n pound. 

“After looking into the matter cure 
fully I found there was any quantity 
of the bark to be had in this section. In 
Mississippi, Arkansas, Tennessee, and 
Alabama I found by advertising that 
this bark was very plentiful, mostly on 
ridges contignous to rivers, creeks, or 
bodies of water, and I fmmediately cor 
responded with several hundred persons 
who had answered my advertisement. 
telling them I wanted the bark in large 
quantities, and endeavored to secure ull 
this bark I possibly could. The mill 
Which wants it desires to get from 190,- 
000 to 200,000 pounds annually. This, of 
course, is a large quantity of the bark, 
owing to the shape in which it is desired, 
and the fact that wnen dry it is not 
nearly so heavy as when stripped from 
the tree. A great many purties who 
wrote to me with a view to getting it 
out hive, for*one cause or another, fiil- 
ed to do so, while there are numbers of 
others getting the bark and shipping it 
regularly. 

“Tf the people would pay particular at- 
tention to gathering this bark for the 
market, it is so easily guthered nnd re- 
quires so litthe work that it would he 
quite rnmunerative. especinily as it can 
ihe gathered from the time the sap rises 
until the fall. It is not’ necessary to 
cut down or kill the trees. It is better 
to not cut them down nor kill them. If 
enough ‘bark is left the parts stripped 
will be covered thicker and better in 
time. All that the mill requires is that 
the outside or rough part of the bark 
be taken off clean to the white part of 
the bark. ‘Then, that the bavk be thor- 
oughly dried, and while drying protected 
from the weather. If it is left out in 
the weather so the rain and dews fall on 
it, it will mildew and become discolor- 
ed. When protected from the weather 
aml thoroughly dry it is almost perfectly 
white. After the rough part of the bark 
is taken off it can be stripped from the 
trees in any width and in pieces from 
three to twelve feet long, and then 
doubled over itself three to three and a 
half feet long before drying so that whey 
dry it can be made into nice shipping 
bundles easy to handle in transit. 

“I don't think the people realize how 
much could be made in this ntanner by 
men and children engayed th farming, 
and it is really an extra duty, and can 
be performed when the crops are laid by 
or when the weather is too wet to plow 
or do other field work, or at any spare 

The frugal castern people have 
eithering it for years to supply the 
tsing demand of manufacturers and 

dviugeiste. 

“We pay 3 1-2 cents a pound for the 
dry bark. So far the most of our supply 
hus come from northern Alubania, Crit- 
tenden Ceurty, Ark., and along the line 
of the Illinois Central Railway as far 
‘lown as Grenada, Miss., but we could 
handle many times what we now cet, 
nud would be glid if greater nnmbers 
of pecple would become titerested in this 
industry, Many might ‘find it more 
profiteble than cotton.”—Memphis Com 
mercial Appeal.

The Yukon Placers.

stream beds, 


The Hindoo Funeral. 

When a Hindoo dies the services of 
an undertaker are not needed, as word 
is immediately sent to the relatives and 
frienilx of the deceased, who mevt at 
the house and attend to all the details 
of the funeral. Some of them buy at 
the bazaar the articles necessary for the 
ceremony, such as a piece of linen, cop- 
per pots, pieces of sandalwood, one 
earthen pot, some “ghee,” or qlarified 
butter, rice, a few split chips of bamboo, 
and tio strong bamboo poles for the 
bier. In rainy weather some oil and 
resin to revive the flames are gdded to 
the stock of necessaries. A sacred glass, 
the “urbhas.” and some “tulsi’ leaves 
fare spread over the bier. 

It is very necessary that the son of 
the deceased should perform the cere- 
mony. If he is absent’ nt the time of 
the death the father or brother of the 
deceased, or some other member of the 
male family, may take his place. When 
there is no son in the family one is 
adopted for the purpose. 


Between Rich and Poor in India. 


Our standard of civilization is personal 
comfort—luxury, a thing absolutely un- 
known in native India, There is scarce- 
any difference in the mode ef living be- 
tween the rich and the poor. If you 
Ko into the house of a Rajah there is the 
same bare floor, and only a simple pat- 
ter to cat from, such as is seen in the 
home of the poorest. To put WwW crudely 
there will not be even the luxury of a 
wish basin and towel, for the rich man, 
like his poor brother, washes in the open 
and dries himself in the sun. Such is 
the extreme simplicity of life that 
wealth is still buried in India; a man 
may spend it on els for his wife, but 
not on pleasure or rsonal comfort.

Jugglery in Trade. 
lo the Editor of the INTELLIGENCER, 

Su Much has been said lately about 
the big shops to large cities disturbing the 
general trade, butsurcly if these large de 
partinental stores serve the public better t 
is foolish to disparage them, The people, 


than elsewhere or they would not throng 
them to the extent they do, The question 
is, are they served better, and, if so, will 
they continue to be served better? The 
public are affected yery little by mere 
sentiment to trade herve, there or elsewhere ; 
it is, where we can trade most profitably? 
They are quite rightin deciding according 
to thelr judgment on this line. But it may 
be asked, is their judgment rizht which 
leads them to choose these stores so large- 





ly? A fow facts may throw some light on 
this matter, 

An Irishman who kept a large shop over 
the border wss constently advertising him- 
self as selling bi, wares at leas than cost. 
As he was getting rich, someone asked 
him how it was he made his money by eell- 
ing below cost. He replied, Faith, sor, it is 
simple enough seme ( bedad it is all on 
account of the quantity I sell. Now it is 
surprising how many people. especially the 
fair sex, act upon the Bellet that this shop- 
keeper spoke truly and that he was really 
making his wealth by buying for a dollar 
and selling to them for ninety cents and 
accordingly patronize so sharp a business 
man, 

There is a large class of persons who 
seem to be het ( easily fooled, and appear 
rather to like it. These big stores Which 
are opening now in nearly all large cities 
have reduced to a fine art the leger-de-main 
tricks of selling thelr wares, Tt may not 
be uninteresting to your readers 
to learn how most of these depart- 
mental stores set to work to attract 
customers in such nuuibers as they do, In 
the first place they advertise yery Jargely, 
quoting prices sometimes at cost and often 
less than cost, spending many thousands in 
this way. On entering the store and goin 
through the various departments jou will 
find set prominently before you a number 
of such goods as are in general demand, and 
of which most people know the value and 
current price. These articles are conspicu- 
ously marked very low, often less than 
what has been paid for them. These baits 
are changed from time to time, now one 
thiog then another, while some articles are 
kept permauently at a low initat such as 
yatent medicines, some toilet articles, a 
‘ew household utensils and certuia articles 
in dry goods and other departments. ‘This 
is done persistently in every department; 
this week with one line, next week with 
another line of goods, in order to fix the im- 
pression that whateyer you may want you 
will be charged in the same proportion. We 
can illustrate, perhaps, better by a few facts 
known to the writer regarding whatis cer- 
tainly being done. For example, a few 
weeks ugo one of the departmental stores in 
Toronto bought through another merchant 
two carloads of Crosse & Blackwell's pickles 
(Crosse & Blackwell had themselves refused 
to sell their yoods to this store, being appre- 
hensive of the use the managers would 
make of such a well-known article, to the 
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Sirk HANDKERCIILEFS.

New York, Deo. 13.—Charles W. Miller 
of Chicago is the winner of the greatest, 
hardest and most cruel six day race on the 
wheel over held, He has beaten the world’s 
record by 18314 miles, and has traveled the 
marvellous distance of 200544 miles in 142 
hours. 

Of the 15 men who actually finished the 
race, Miller was the leader by many miles, 
and towards the end he was ablo to take 
things somewhat leisurely. Joo Rico, the 
Wilkes-Barre miner, occupied the same 
rolative position Saturday night that he had 
in the great race one year ago; he was sco- 
ond-man, but more than half a hundred 
miles separated him from the winner, Schin- 
ner was third, just having passed the 2000 
mark, and Hale, last year's champlon, was 
fourth, having made ten miles more than 
when he won the championship. , 

The Garden, which seats 15,000 persons, 
and in which 10,000 more can be crowded, 
was packed to the doors. The melancholy 


























































































































spectacle, which had been going on through- 
out the entire day, was brightened up toa 
great degree by the presence of such amul- 
tifude and by the fresh and gay colors with

forth a tumult of applause. Miller was 
bedecked in pink and there was a varicty 
of all colors known under the sun. Al 
though it could hardly be termed a race, 
yet there was much excitement furnished 
by the remarkable sprinting of the long 
distance men. — 

They Sprinted at the Finish. 


Notwithstanding the terrific strain undor 
which they had been pédalling for almost 
six days, they showed wonderful speed and 
daring skill in going so swiftly round the 
corners in their present debilitated state. 
When the announcers’ pistol indicated that 
the last laps of the 142 hours’ race was at 
hand, the vast audience arose to its feet 
and cheered like mad. Around the track 
the men shot, Miller still in the lead, with 
Schinner, Rice and Hale and Waller fol- 
lowing, and the others in a bunch, 

Anna Held, who had been waiting ina 
box, opposite the official stand, stepped out 
on the track and bestowed a gorgeous 
wreath of violets and roses on the victor. 
Miller then remounted his wheel, and, 
holding the wreath aloft, dashed around 
the track twice. When he dismounted, he 
grasped the hand extended by Halo, whom 
he had shorn of his glory,and mado a little 
speech, Hale escorted Miller around the 
track und as the new and old champion 
moved along, the crowd shricked Itself 
hoarse. There were cries for Rice, and the 
sturdy miner, accompanied by his trainer, 
Mike Murphy, followed the others.

The Charge is Horse Stealing 


Gaol Breaking «« Prisoner Denies 


the Charge--Says His Home is in 


Kingston--The Officer's Story. 


There arrived in the city yesterday after 


noon from the east a short, stout built 


mao, who, upon coming down town, went 
at once to the police station fand had an 
interview with Chief Nowton. The strang- 
or soon afterwards took up ® position ia 


the Post Oflice and was apyarently wait- 





ing for someone, 

About 5:40 a tall, slim young man enter: 
the to tho wicket, 

presumably to ask for his mail. ‘Tho short 

stranger oyed him keenly and moved over 


ed offico and went 


near him. He pushed the young man to- 
ward the western side of the rotunda and 
into the Postmaster’s office, 

The two soon appeared and the tall 
young man had on a pair of handcuffs, 
They walked quickly to the police station, 
whore the pris mer was finally locked up. 

A reporter of the InretiiceNcen called 
upon the short, stout stranger at the Anglo 
a short time afterwards and learned that he 
was Deputy Marshal Geo. H. McGlynn 
of Ogdensburg. His story was substantial- 
ly as follows : 


The prisoner's name was Gao, Sey- 
mour, but he had travelled under different 
aliases, chief among which were ‘* Lawyer 


Liberty,” *‘ John Pratt,” ‘*Mrs. Me- 
Cann,” ‘* Kinney” snd ‘* Joo Smith,’ 
He was arrested, with his wife and 


brother, at Ogdensburg by McGlyna last 
spring on a charge of horse stealing at 
Binghamtou. While confined in Bing- 
hamton gaol it is alleged Seymour went 
into a hypnotfe sleep, which lasted five 
weeks, despite the efforts of physicians to 
awaken him. He was placed in the gaol 
hospital, but he awoke on August 2nd and 
escaped, and had not been heard of since 
till about a week ago, when he was heard 
of as being in Kingston. He was indicted 
for horse stealing together with his wife 
aud brother. McGlynn used decoy letters 
to find out Seymour's whereabouts and he 
succeeded in his efforts, as the foregoing 
shows. 

The prisoner has been about the city for 
two or three weeks. He woro & wackin- 
tosh with a cape and sold furniture varnish 
and liniment. He had been living with a 
Mrs. Mitchell on the corner of Everett 
and Jane sts. He said when arrested she 
was his aunt, but when a reporter saw her 
she said he was her cousin and that he 
came here from Toronto. 


When arrested Seymour had s part of au 
old revolver in his hip pocket, and when 
he appeared in police court this mv: roing 
he was charged with ca@erying conccaled 
weapons. THe suid it was an old rey Iver 
that he had got froma man named John- 
son over the bay to repair. He coutend- 
ed that his name was Jow Smith, that he 
was ason of the late Stephon Smith, of 
Kingston, aud that bis mother lived on 
Ontario st. in that city. 

Ho was remanded to gaol till to morrow 
to allow the police time to prove the truth 
or falsity of his story. In the meantime 
MeGlynn expects his papers from Bing- 
hamton. 

There seems to be a mystery abou! the 
case, Which may be cleared up when the 
papers arrive, It is a question in the 
miuds of the authorities here whether Me- 
Glynn had the authority to arrest his man 
op Canadian soil, It scems quite likely 
that the prisoner will fight extradition.

Cholera at the Piggery. 

Mr. St. John asked: When did the 
cholera break out In the Humbor piggery? 
How many hogs were in stock at the ont. 
break? How many hogs wero diseased? 
How many died or were destroyod? What 
disposition was mado of thom? 

Hon. Mr. Davis replied that the disease 
broke out about July 10, 1896. The num- 
ber of hogs at first was 261; 163 became dis- 
eased. All died or were destroyed, 163 
being burned and 97 dressed and sold after 
inspection, 

A Very Serious Charge, 

Mr. St. John afterwards moyed for an 
order of the House for a return showing 
how much the Goyernmont realized from 
the sule of the 97 hogs sold, as acknow- 
ledged by the Provinoljal Secretary, Ty 
making the motion the member for West 
York pointed out that the Goverment had, 
in regard to this cholera outbreak, taken 
no care to guard the City of Toronto and 
vicinity against danger. The disease wus 
of an excecdingly infectious charactor, and 
iis poison would be carried by the wind to 
hogs half a mile distant. The local Board 
of Health and those interested in hogs had 
tried to keep up the quality of the meat 
sold on the Toronto market, and he 
thought that the farmers of York had an 
unfair competitor Ina Government which

A TWO-CENT RATE 


Report That the Vostimaster-Goneral Will 

TAX Newspapers and Reduce the 

- Letter Postage by One Cent. 

Ottawa, Dee, 14.—It is reported on the 
Parliament

the Postofiice Department reducing letter 
poskige to two cents throughout the whole 
Dominion of Canada, The reduction will 
be conditional on Parliament's consent to 
the abolition of the privilege of free trans- 
mij jlon for newspapers. It is impossible 
to verify the report as yet, but it is prac- 
tie. lly certain that the Postmaster-General 
Will propose the abolition of free postage 
for newspapers and the reduction of the 
lotier rate to two cents at the approaching 
session of the Dominion Parliament. 

The Fenian Raid Pay Lists. 

The militia authorities indignantly deny 
the report circulated to the effect that Dr, 
Borden, or some one in authority, had 
publicly stated the pay lists during tho 
Fenian Raids had been burned. Neither 
Dr, Borden, nor any officer of the depart- 
ment ever gaye out any such fable. 

The Papal Nuncio Rumor, 

Apropos of the rumors that the Premier 
had asked for the appointment of a Papal 
Nunclo, one of the Cabinet says that the 
Government has nothing to do with it 
anyhow, It is, however, pointed out that 
for some years previous to the last general 
election the Liberal party were in favor 
and even desirous of having a Papal 
ablegate, not puncio, appointed here, to 
prevent the interference of the clergy in 
the elections, and to decide matters ecclo- 
siastical. he Government, it is stated, 
haye not even asked for the appointment

rights, some protection to which he is 
entitled, which even corporations and 
their hirelings are bound to respect. 
The Eight Hour Day, 

The report refers to the efforts to secure 
the eight hour work day, and says: 

We hold that no condition is satisfactory 
nor any solution complete which fails to 
eliminate the curse and degarding influ- 
ences of non-employment, and so long as 
this cvil shall be with us, our best efforts 
will be concentrated to reduction of the 
hours of labor of all, until the desired end 
is attained. With this object in view, the 
last convention decided that a renewed 
effort should be made for the general en- 
forcement of the eight hour work day, May 
1, 1898. Every opportunity has been takon 
advantage of and frequently created for 
the purpose of presenting this subject in 
as concise and comprehensive form us pos- 
sible to the attention of our fellow-workers 
and the public generally, Nothingremains 
now but for the final decision of this con- 
vention as to the ways and means by 
which the project shall be carried into 
effect, or whether the judgmentof the new 
convention {is that the time stated is, in 
view of industrial conditions, a practical 
one, or whether it would be advisable to 
awalt the full flood-tide of an industrial 
revival for its general and simultaneous 
enforcement. This question must, of ne- 
ceasity, receive your careful consideration. 
Nothing, perhaps, would be more hurtful 
than an unwise decision. Of course, we 
do not anticipate that at one given moment 
the general eight-hour day will be achiey- 
ed, but there can be no doubt but that a 
concentration of thought and effort to at- 
tain his end, and the designation of a par- 
ticular day to endeavor to secure it, will 
largely attract the attention of all and suc- 
coed in accomplishing much, Lf the judg- 
mentof this convention is that May 1, 
1898, is the one upon which the bugle call 
for labor shall be sounded, none will enter 
it with greater enthuslasin and undaunted 
spirit than we. Yet, if the deliberate con- 
clusion of this convention is that the 
simultaneous effort should be deferred un- 
tila more opportune time, say the post- 
ponement of itfor one year, that should 
prevail. 

Other Matters Touched On, 


The municipal ownership of public works 
and postal savings banks and postal telo- 
graph systems are adyocated. 

Referring to the Britis ongincers' strike, 
he says the Exccutive Committee deemed 
it unwise to issue an appeal to organized 
labor for aid, owing to the long era of do- 
pression from which the workingmon of 
America suffered and other burdens. How 
ever, as oditor of The American Federa- 
tionist, he published the appeal of the 
British fellow-unionists and urged that 
contributions be sent to thom.

EIGHTY-CENI OPTION PASSES. 


The Syndicate May Have the 
City’s Gas Stock. 


A Long Discussion on the Question 
at the City Council--Aid for an 
Injured Fireman «- The Election 
By-Law--The Assay Office. 


Long and warm was tho discussion on 
the quostion of giving an option on tho 
City's gas stock at tho City Council Inst 
evening, but it finally passed. 

The Executive Commuiitteo's recommenda 
tion to give an option on tho stock at 80 
conta on the dollar was read, 

Ald, Lott asked reduction would 


be mado in the price of gas if this syndi

cate got the gas works. 

\ld. Doyle could not tell, but he thought 
tho price of gas lamps per annum should 
be reduced to the old price, namely, $20 
each. Bollovillo had a number of plums 
for iavestors, but the City had to protect 
their rights. The City had paid some 
$1,400 more in 1896 for street lighting 
than in 1886. 

Ald. Marshall— ‘* How much more light

ing he said the syndicate would find the 
City ready to deal fairly with them. He 
read an extract from tho Municipal World 
to show that municipal control of lighting 
and water works plants was becoming 
quite common and was proving a benefit 
to all concerned.

Ald. Chisholn—‘*Do we understand 
that you are opposed to the option ?”

Ald. Falkiner could not understand 
what the Aldermen were thinking about. 
There was no proposition before the 
Council. He would like to have Ald. 
Lott’s question answered. What was the 
City to get for their stock ? 
= Ald. Starling asked what has the City to 
say about the price of gas, although they 
havea representative on the Board of 
Directors 7 

Ald. Falkiver—‘'If that recommenda- 
tion passes I will file a bill in Chancery to 
stop it.”’ The aldermen had no right to 
tamper with that stock. If he could see 
this deal go on with benefit to the city he 
would not oppose it. He said if this deal 
wovt through the citizens would say these 
people (the syndicate) had pulled the wires 
and got the gas works at their price. 

The Mayor objected to the wire-pulling 
assertion, but Ald. Falkiner did not take 
it back. He went into the figures to show 
how profitable the City’s investment in the 
Gas Company had been. He did not blame 
Mr. Biggar in the course he had taken. If 
he could get the stock at 50 cents on the 
dollar he was welcome to it, but he could 
not get it on his vote 

Ald. Lott—** Is not Mr. Biggar working 
for the Gas Company? How can he serve 
two masters ?” 

Ald. Falkiner—‘*I can’t answer that 
question ; es will have to ask Mr. Biggar 
himself. * lt isa common rumor on the 
street. The city is greatly excited over 
this matter.’ The people will demand 
that the Ci:y eee this stock. At the ex- 
piration of Mr. Pearson’s lease the City 
could demand cheaper gas, or light the city 
with electric Jight. He appealed to the 
Mayor (and he hoped he would be Mayor 
for next year) to stand up for the City’s 
ownership of the gas works. This sale 
should not be put on the Mayor's shoulders. 

Ald. Starling said if the City could get 
80 cents on the dollar for the gas stock 
they would make a good bargain. Why 
dil not the City buy the stock when it 
could be purchased at 50 or 60 cents on the 
dollar? The works were playing out, and 
when Mr. Pearson's lease expires the stock 
will not bring a 4% dividend.

Ald. Grilla was in favor of selling the 
stock. ‘The City had advertised for indus- 
tries, but as soon as something came in 
sight it was stopped. If this syndicate 
found they could sell more gas by lowering 
the price they would reduce it. 

Ald, Luscombe asked if the City was to 
continue to pay double what gas was worth 
in order to views up this dividend? His 
object in voting for this option was to se- 
cure cheaper pas, 

Mayor Johnson said he had tried to get 
the presence of the representative of this 
syndicace at the Council, but he could not 
come. He wanted him here to answer all 
questions that might be put to him. He 
did not think the Syndicate couid be tied 
down toa price, Tho gas at present was 
so poor that he would not burn it in his 
own library. The company had not a dol 
lar to improve the works, The 
chief object of the futcre was to 
give the citizens cheaper and better gas. 
We wantel an up-to-date gas service, 
which the present company could not give, 
so something must be done, If the syndi- 
cate purchased the stock av 80 cents on the 
dollar they would pay $64,000 for the 
stock and assume a mortgage of $34,000, 
which meant a premium of 207%, because 
the Gas Company's assets were not worth 
the amount of the capital stock. If this 
sale did not go through the capital stock 
should be reduced one-half, which, with 
the mortgage, would then be more than 
the plant was worth. If the Council want- 
ela public meoting to discuss this ques- 
tion he would call it. If this syndicate 
took up the franchise of the Traction Com- 
pany and improved it they should be en- 
couraged. They also proposed to purchase 
the water works, and if they did it meant 
cheaper water, We had the opportunity 
of getting & monied concern into Belleville 
and should try to help them. His Wor- 
ship asked Mr. Biggar if it would be pos- 
sible to have the reprusentatiye of this 
syndicate here before the option was 
closed, 

Mr. Biggar could not say. He was very 
busy in closing with other cities in the 
west, He seemed to think there was a 
feeling against the syndicate which he re- 
presented. He could safely say that if the 
City did not give an option the syndi- 
cate would not come here. The represent- 
ative had not seen the worst of the plant, 
and he had said he thought that 75 cents 
was « fair price, 

Ald, Petrie thought this matter should 
not be sprung on the Council at this late 
period inthe year. Ho ‘was in favor of 
Ald. Doyle’s amendment. 


Ald. Lott did not object to selling the 
gas loch, but he wanted cheaper gas. He

The outbreak is supposed to have been 
due to an overheated chimney. There was 
some difficulty at first in getting water, 
and this caused great excitement, but the 
entire garrison was utilized in passing 
buckets from hand to hand to fill the 
tanks, and the supply thus obtained 
proved sufficient. 

Owing to the exertions of the garrison 
in removing the valuables, the property 
damage was comparatively small, and 
very much less than was at first expected. 

Dover Castle is on the cliffs above 
Dover, and is more like a fortress than 
any of the other defences in England 
Julius Caesar is credited with building 
the foundations and part of the fortress, 
although recent antiquarians assert it 
was built between the years A.D. 48 and 
49, during the reign of Claudius. The 
Saxon portion of the fortress is presumed 
to have been commenced by Alfred the 
Great, and the foundation of the present 
keep is said to have originated with 
Gundulph, Bishop of Rochester, about 
the year 1153. The barracks accommo- 
date about 2,000 men.

The Provincial 
Annual Statement. 


Treasurer Prosents 


Mr. Haroourt began by noting that the 
accounts in the hands of tho mombers 
related only to ten months of the cur- 
rent year, and that at the oarliest hour 
possible the accounts for the remaining 
months of November and December 
would be brought down. 

The total receipts for the ten months 
ending Oct. 31, he went on, were $3,698, - 
280. They exceeded the estimate for the 
whole year by $452,000, The receipts for 
the ten months were considerably larger 
than for any corresponding period since 
1898, or $208,609 mare than the province 
received all last year. The main source of 
the increase was in the receipts from 
Crown lands. The average yearly receipts 
from this department for 26 years had 


been $978,261. For the whole of last year 


the province recelyed $925,262, but for 
the ten months of this year thers had 
been received $1,590,188. From the sale 
of Crown lands Ontario received this 
year $84,405 from 


$164,735, and from woods and forests 


$1,182,887. Ontario sold during the year 


169%{ miles of timber lands, obtaining 
for it $265,162, or $1,665 per mile. The 
province received, up to the end of Octo- 
ber, from this salo $88,812. 
was still outstanding. The Sandfleld 
Macdonald Government realized on its 
sales $260.41 per mile on the average. 
Seven sales had been held in 26 years, 
and had realized an average of $1,221.67. 
The sales made this year were of berths 
in the Wahnapitac mineral district, and 
had to be sold to avert the destruction of 
the timber by fire. 


The Treasury Receipts. 


The province received as interest this 


year on trust bonds and investments 
$284,647, $212,414 from the Dominion 
Government, and the balance, $22,233, 
from drainage debentures and bank de- 
posita. 

The receipts from liquor licenses were 
$289,157. The revenue from city licenses 
is $116,162.12, and from licenses in 


- municipalities other than cities $154,995. 


The revenue from brewers 
was $18,000, ‘The revenue from the city 
licenses had thus increased $3,540, and 
that from licenses in other municipalitics 
had decreased $556. In five years the 
number of tavern, shop, and wholesale 
licenses has decreased by 278. The num- 
ber issued in 1874 was 6,185, and lest 
year 3,096, The License Act of last year 
would contribute largely in the next five 
years to a still further diminution of the 
nuniber, 

The sum of $115,104, representing what 
was called ‘‘casual revenue,’’ was made 
up of more than 20 miscellaneous items 
of receipts, the largest of which was that 
of $38,840 received as fees for charters of

incorporation. From marriage licenses 
Ontario received $2000. In 1869 the Sand- 
fleld Macdonald Goyernment received 


$31,531 from this source. 
The receipts from the Insurance De- 
partment were $25,000. 
The Sale of Annuitios. 


Ontario received from the gale of an- 
nuities this year $156,842. The amount 
sold was smaller than that for any pre- 
vious year. 
decreasing rapidly, and by four years 
from now they would be reduced by $80, - 


000. In 1884, the date of the first sale, the 


purchaser received 444 per cent. interest, 
but this year’s purchasers would get only 


8% per cent, 
The Treasurer estimated that the re- 
celpts from succession duties would be 


$175,000, but up to date they totalled 
only $96,876, Only 50 out of 8,000 estates 
came within the act. The County of 
York pad half the total sum received. 
Since the passage of the act in 1892 the 
Province had received in all $774,876 
from succession duties. 


The Expenditures. 


The Province expended during the 10 
months of the year for the maintenance 
of public institutions $692,059. This was 
more than one-fifth of all the expendi- 
tures. The Province spent for this pur- 
pose during 1896 $796,567. 

The daily average population of the 
seven large asylums was 4,851. The an- 
nual cost per patient was, therefore, 
$126.28 this year, as against 


nearly $22 went for the support of these 
institutions, and yet Ontario had suc- 
coeded in keeping the asylum expendi- 
tares considerably under 
State of New York. If the same average 
rate of maintenance of inmates was

Ontario had spent under the head of 
education this year $673,180, as compared 
with $702,467 last year. Out of every $100 
the Province spent $19 in support of 
schools. In 1877 the expenditure was 
$670,760 


For hospitals and charities the Provy- 


ince had given this year $192,604. For 
agriculture, $168,052, as compared with 
$180,667 ladt year. For the administra 
tion of justice, $458,642 had been spent, 
while 10 years ago the expenditures was 
$824,495 This would indicate in what 
ways the expenditures increased. In each 
case the additional expenditure carried 
with it relief to the municipalities. 


Below the Estimate. 


The total expenditures for 
be considerablf less than the House au 
thorized. Did not this show an earnest 
desire to economize? It was also to be 
remembered that the total expenditures 
had decreased from $4,168,159 in 1891 to 
$8,708,879 in 1896. 

“T can assure you

To honorable gentlemen opposite he 
would say: Was it the policy of the Sand- 
field Macdonald Government to keep 
adding to the surplus year by year, and 
thus form a large reserve fund, to be 
constantly increased by yearly accumula- 
tions? 

No Government the speaker knew of 
had ever adopted such a policy. Vehen 
Sandfleld Macdonald left office he had an 
ayallable cash surplus of less than 31,- 
850,000, notwithstanding that friends 
opposite had recently stated that his sur 
plus amounted to $4,000,000. Whatever 
the surplus was at the end of 1871, when 
Sandfleld Macdonald left office it was 
greatly added to in 1872 and 1873, as well 
as in later years by the Mowat Govern- 
ment. In 1872 and 1873, the first two 
years of the Mowat Government, the sur- 
plus was increased by $900,000, and since 
then there had never been an instant of 
time when Ontario has not had a surplus 
of millions of dollars. To-day, allowing 
for every possible Mability, present and 
future, the Province had an ayailable 
cash surplus of at least froin two to three 
millions. Opponents evidently sought to 
conceal that fact from the people. 


Surplus of Millions. 


This surplus of millions exis, af 
spite the fact that the Province had up 4 
the present time expended $6,500,000 ig 
railway aid, over $3,000,000 in the sur- 
plus distribution poliay, as opposed to a 
policy of hearding. 

The Government would also remind 
its critics that the Ontario of to-day was 
twice as large, territorially, as it was in 
Sandfield Macdonald’s time; that it had 
600,000 more people to govern, and that 
the irreducible minimum of demands on 
the Treasury was to-day four or five 
times as great as it then was. The Sand- 
field Macdonald Goyernment gave no aid 
to railways, but the Mowat Government 
had spent $6,500,000 in opening up the 
country. 

Of‘ the sum of $70,200 spent in 1896 
for educational purposes, only $13,900 
was ojbected to by the Opposition, and 
their objections only showed their short- 
sightedness. Then the apropriation of 
1896 for agriculture was $192,000, while 
that of the Sandfleld Macdonald Govern- 
ment was only $76,000. In 1896 the 
different charities were given $196,000, 
while in 1871 they got but $40,000; so 
that in education, agriculture and char- 
ity the Macdonald Administration spent 
in four years $1,715,828, while from 1898 
to 1896, inclusive, the present Govern- 
ment spent $4,1. . So that, by pinch- 
ing these down to the narrow limits of 
the Macdonald Administration, the Proy- 
ince could have added in four years to 
the surplus $2,483,090, In other words, 
it gave back that much to the people 
more than the Macdonald Administration 
would have given in a like period.

yond any doubt, expect a comfort:@e 
surplus of total receipts over total oxpend- 
itures, arising out of our financial opera- 
tions for the year 1898."" 

His peroration annunclated in enthu- 
silastic terms the openings for future ox- 
penditures in development and the deter- 
mination of the Government to prudenly 
manage them. 

It was 10 o'clock whon the Proyinolal 
Treasurer concluded his long budget 
effort, and Mr, Matheson rose to reply. 

Mr. Matheson Replics. 


: In the first place, he pointed ont that 


recent speeches had stated, with apparent 
glee, and dramatic earnestness, that On- 
tarlo would have this year a deficit of 
$600,000. The actual fact, as Mr. Speaker 
would rejoice to know, was that, instead 
of a deficit, Ontario had on the year's 
tunnsactions a clear surplus of total re- 
ceipts over total expenditures amounting 
to $500,000. 

“T think, sir, that I have clearly shown 
that ours is not a deficit-making admin- 
istration; that we have always done our 
best to live well within our means; that 
we admirably succeeded in so doing;

698,280, as compared with $3,492,619 for 
1896. Thus, the Government's receipts up 
to the end of October were $200,661 in 
exoess of those for the whole of 1896, but 
this excess was due to an Iinorease of 
$400,000 in the income from Crown lands. 
Now, tho expenditure for the said 10 
months of 1897 totalled $3,186,545, Add 
to this an amount equal to the oxpendi- 
ture for the last two months of 1896, 
viz., $489,795, and tho total expenditure 
for 1897 might be placed at $3,685,840. 
The Government placed its receipts at 
$5,698,280, but from this sum should be 
deducted $88,000 received from timber 
bor.uses, $154,342 from annuities and 
from drainage debentares $36,091, or 


our resources, and that at the same time 
we have liberally and generously provided 
for every urgent public need.

Other Governments’ Finances. 


Following his eulogy of the manage- 
ment of Ontario's finances, the Provincial 
Treasurer reverted to a discussion of the 
deficits during the same period under

the Dominion and the debts theirgovern- 380,488, This left the real receipts at 
ments had piled up. The city of Montreal 3,419,847. Thus, the Government had 
had a debt of #24,484,000, Toronto of an estimated deficit for 1897 of $272,493, 
$17,397,000, Hamilton af $5,527,000, from which would havo to be deducted 


the receipts for the rest of tho year. In 
the four years of the present Parliament 
the Government would thus show four 
distinot deficits, viz., $405,691 in 1894, 
$367,953 in 1895, $446,664 in 1896, and 


$272,408 in 1897, or a total deficit of $1,- 
482,701 during this Parliament. 

And on top of this the Treasurer pro- 
posed to pile an additional doefloit for 
1808. His estimates for the coming year 
wer $3,897,867. To this was to be added 
$100,000 for supplementary estimates, 
85,000 for the general olections, $124,886 
for railway certificates, and $97,200 for 
payablo annuities, making a total of $3,- 
103,008, To meet this estimated ontlay 
the Government was counting on receipts 
of $8,815,872. Thus the deflolt for 1898 
would be $490,681—nearly half a million 
dollars. 

Mr. Matheson scored the Government 
for its manner of keeping the public ac- 
counts. Tho Opposition did not ask thas 
every detall of the accounts be glyon, but 
that sufficiant details be supplied to en: 
ablo tenderers in succeeding years ta

Ottawa, Dec. 14.—Mr. B. B. Osler has ' 
petitioned the Department of Justice to 
revoke charters granted to the Canadian 
Copper Company, of Ohio, and to the 
Anglo-American Company. 

These control the output of the nickel 
and copper mines around Sudbury. They 
were granted charters on condition that 
their smelting works should be located in 
Canada. They have been taking ore to the 
United States, and it is computed that 
$1,250,000 in wages have been lost to Can- 
adian workmen.

September, nor was the Government

On Education, 
On the educational question, Col, 


Matheson condemned the Government for 
its favoritiany to school books, ita 
tyranny over the teachers, and worst of 
all, its fallure give children a 
proper education, The educational system 
was & mere cramming one, He pressed 
for the removal of Government control 
from Toronto University, and backed up 
Mr. Whitney's suggestion of an educa 
tional council for the province, He con 
domned the School of Pedagogy as a farce 
and objected to the Government's taking 
$60,000 or $70,000 out of the people eyery 
yoar in the way of examination feos, In 
fact, the whole system should be so ro- 
directed as to have an educational rather 
than 4 mergecramming offect, 

As for Public schools, thoir scope, he 
thought, ought to be extended, and made 
more practical, Incidentally he xreeom- 
mended the partial adoption of the pupil- 
teacher systom largely resorted to in 
England. 

He accused the present Promier of hay- 
ing in 1887 favored tho increase of the 
provincial subsidies, of which Ontario 
had to bear the chief burden. He and the 
Minister of Education had then agreed at 
4 woll-remembered conference in Queboo 
to such an increase. They agreed to give 
Quebeo 95 cents per capita of population, 
while Ontario should be satisfled with 91 
cents. 

Ontario Bears the Burden. 


Incidentally the xpeaker here remarked 
that political friends of honorable gentle- 
men opposite were preparing to spend 
$17,500,000 in unheard-of works in Que- 
bec and the Maritime Provinces. Of this 
sum Ontario would furnish $10,000,000 
and the other four provinces $7,500,000, 
although the combined population of the 
latter exceeded that of the former, 

Ho concluded with a peroration strong- 
ly condemnatory of the Government's 
tyrannical and wasteful administration 
of affairs. 

Hon. Mr. Ross Spoaka, 


Hon. G. W. Ross, who followed, insist- 
ed that the finances of the proivnce were 
in a splendid condition. He declared the 
Sandfield Macdonald surplus, so much 
talked of by the Opposition, to have been 
a hypothetical one. That alleged surplus 
of 26 years ago was encumbered by rail- 
way annuities, and was not a real sur- 
plus at all. On the contrary, the assote 
and surplus of the present Government 
were teal, substantial and interest-bear- 
ing.

“BENGOUGH ENTERTAINS 


A Very Large and Representative 
Audience in the City Hall Last 
Night. 


The Citizens’ Lecture Course came to o 
close last night, and a yery large audience 
greeted ‘* Canada’s Promier Entertainer,” 
Mr. J. W. Bengough. Supt. Mathison 
was chairman, and on behalf of the com- 
mittee he thanked the audience for the 
large attendance, The committee had paid 
expenses in this course of lectures, and 
next year would put on another course. 
The committee desired to return thanks to 
all who had contributed to the success of 
the lectures, and especially to the press of 
the city, which had been very obliging. 
He then introduced the lecturer. 

Mr. Bengough said he owed ic to the 
audience to say that it was not his inten- 
tion to deliver a lecture. His experience 
had led him to believe that the word lec 
ture was enough to drive the average Cana- 
dian to the woods, and that was one reason 
why he would not * lecture.” If incident- 
ally he gave them some slight instruction 
as well as amusement, why so much the 
better for all concerned. The first subject 
he would introduce to them was one which 
abounded not only in Oanada, but 
everywhere—‘‘ The small human boy.”’ ‘The 
small boy was a moral philosopher, and as 
‘*the boy was father,” etc., he would ad- 


dress his first remarks to tho small 
boy. ‘The lecturer then drew a_ pic- 
ture of a small boy on a 


toboggan, which he said was illustrative of 
the hill of life, that every boy has-to 
éscend. If he gets a good start he is all 
ight ; but there is danger in front of him, 
Here the lecturer made a big red mark on 
the picture in front of the small boy, Ifa 
boy on the hill of life gets a bad start, falls 
in with evil companions and tampers with 
strong drink, he becomes, said the lecturer, 
** something like this :"—With a few deft 
strokes and in a very few seconds, Mr. 
Bengough, using the *‘ danger signal” for 
ared nose, transformed the first picture 
into that of an old toper with a highly in- 
flamed countenance. Such, said the lec- 
turer, will be the effects of intemperance 
on the small boy, and he advised him to 
stick to cold water. He might die of 
microbes, but he'd die sober, Every boy, 
he said, was born with a thirsh for know- 
ledge, and he was always asking questious 
and trying to acquire information. This 
kept on till he went to school—then it sud- 
denly ceased. Another characteristic of 
the small boy was caution. Caution was 
what made the Scotch so suceessful. Any 
boy who wanted to get on in life should be 
born in Scotland. Another charactoristic 
was his oxtraordinary aptitude for repartee. 
He then told a funny story of a red-headed 
boy. Not, said Mr. Bengough, that I hold 
with the foolish prejudice against red hair. 
Not atall. or my part I say, **Give me 
red hair—or any other hair for that mat- 


ter.’ When it is born in mind that 
the top of Mr. Bengough’s head 
resembles the proverbial billiard ball

The reader will be surprised at such a 
question being asked by so well informed a 
nowspaper as the Crrizen. Is it not well 
known that the Rey. Principal was favor- 
able to the success of the Lib- 
eral (3) party at the last election?! 
Tt is not; therefore, an unfair presumption 
to suppose that he refrained from doing 
anything that would in any way hamper 
them in the campaign, and, being a man of 
prescience, had he not a right to beliove 

that his quondam Liberal friends would 
treat their pledges upon this question in 
the same manner as they have as to free 
trade? Believing that, did he not allow 
them, without a protest, to benefit by the 
thousands of votes received from honest 
prohibitionists | 

Tt has been uncharitably suggested, con- 
sidering the silence of the Globe upon the 
subject two ably discussed by the Rev.

which the Laurior-Tarte combination will

His fathor was a 
Kontish country gentleman, and his mo 
ther a sister of the celebrated historian 
of Greece, the late George Crote, closely 
allied to the Earl of Zetland. The real 
name of the deceased actor was William 
Lewin. 

When Henry Irving, in 1880, made his 
yiomorable revival of Romeo and Julict 
at the Lyceum ‘Theatre, he Invited Mr, 
Terrias to play Mercutio, Then began an 
association which continued with the 
groatest profit to Irving and the greatest 
eclat to Terris for seyen years.

Every cemetery, every garden 
and park in the country is in danger from 
this pest. One scale, he sald, might pro 
duce three thousand millions in one 
season. ‘True, there is a parasite, of the 
lady-bird family, and a specimen of this 
has beon discovered by Mr. Burrill near 
St. Catharines, but we cannot trust this 
parasite to dostroy it. Fruit growers 
might be ruined while they wait. The 
best treatment is to spray in autumn 
with kerosene emulsion and again in the 
spring with a strongor solution of whale 
oll soap and water, first pruning the trees 
as closcly as possible. This soap is worth 
in quantity only four cents a pound. 

Mr. C. C. James, of the Department 
of Agriculture, brought copies of Mr. 
Dryden's bill to prevent the spread of the 
San Joso scale. This was read and dis- 
cussed clause by clause, and onthe whole 
met with the approyal of the association. 
Some, however, thought the bill not quite 
stringent enough, 

The following committee was appointed 
to confer with the Minister of Agricul- 
ture regarding the bill, yiz.: A. H. Pet-

Brampton Yesterday. 


Brampton, Ont., Dec. 17.—The grand 
jury yesterday at noon brought in a true 
bill against the five prisoners charged 
with the crime of perjury, and the Guse 
will be proceeded with at once.

The Minister of Ratlrouds, continued 
Count Posadowsky, had also arrived at a 
cortain decision regarding the reduction 
of froight rates on Russian petroleum. 
Morvover, an inereaise in the 
duty on American petroloum was being 
considered, 

In conclusion, Count Posadowaky ro- 
marked that the Goyornment, if neces- 
sary, would proceed ruthlessly against the

Volsonous Perspiration, 

The question of the toxie qualities of 
perspiration, though not quite a new one 
(inasmuch as M. Berthelot at a recent 
mecting of the Paris Medical Academy 
reminded his listeners that, if Africans 
can be believed, the perspiration gather- 
ed from a horse was used in ancient 
times to render arrows poisonous), has 
recently formed the subject of research. 
Several experiments have proved that 
human perspiration is foxic. A _ series 
of guinea-pigs and rabbits were killed 
by inoculation of perspiration gathered 
from a flannel shirt worn by a healthy 
young man after dancing u cotilion, A 
glove worn by a lady who danced vigor- 
ously through a ball was utilized for 
inoculation with equally deadly results. 
M. Arloing’s more recent experiments 
show that perspiration resulting from 
muscular exertions is more toxic than 
that consequent from a vapor bath.— 
British Medical Journal. 





Healing, Not Wounding, 

The stinging tongue, the cut into the 
old wound, the unlovely criticism, the 
acid in life, have no place in one who 
is “rooted and grounded in love.” It 
is argued that we miust fight the evil 
and oppose the wrong and check the 
evil tendencies. So we must, but no 
man burns his house down to get rid of 
the hornets’ nest within it, and there 
is no necessity to cut off an arm Pecause 
there is a wound on the finger.

The Child's Firat Teeth. 


These suggestions on the care of child- 


ren’s teeth are made by a contributor 
to The Youth's Companion: Because 
the milk teeth must, in the course of 


nature, fall out in a few years, to give 
place to the permanent set, parents are 
apt to assume that it is useless to pay 
special attention to them; they think it 
will be time enough to instruct the child 
in the care of the teeth when he has his 
permanent set. This is a mistake. In 
the first place it is never too early to 
inculeate good habits in the child, and 
his permnnent teeth will always be bet- 
ter taken care of if he has been taught 
to brush the temporary set from the time 


when he could use a tooth brush. — It Is 
also in the interest of the child's and 
man's good looks, comfort and health 


that the milk teeth should be preserved 
as long as possible. One of their most 
important functions Is to keep a place 
in the jaws for the second set, and if 
they tall out too soon the second teeth 
may also come too soon and out of their 
regular place; then the Inter teeth will 
not have room enough, and will be twist- 
ed sidewise or pushed in front of or 
behind the others in the row.

of « single virtue, und herein resides the 
liability that a virtue, considered sim 
ply by iteelf, with no side hights, may 
be harmful. Inconsiderate charity be 
comes one of the greatest curses. About 


twenty yours ago an eminent epostle of 
temperance hold a séries of meetings in 
this city and gathered n good many re- 
formed men. Of course, the converts 
were rigged, and he appeale: the 
benevolent for clothing. The (illeged 
reformed received the gurments and left 
their old duds (some of them woald 
almost walk of themselves) in the neigh- 
boring byways and atfeys. The inrend- 
ed dharity became a nuisance, because it 
did not take ito its view anything but 
the immediate comfort o€ its object. 

A dispensary where the poor may re- 
ceive medicines and treatment free of 
charge naturally commends itself to the 
charitable; but there is another side. 
While helping some persons wisely, it 
may also deprive of a living druggists 
and young practitioners who cannot 
compete with a free dispensary. Also 
the syetem is abueed by many of the 
wealthy and frugal, who, permaps, ieave 
their furs in their carriages around the 
corner and receive gratuitous treatment 
under false pretenses. In New York 
Oity investigations conducted by the 
County Medical Society and the De- 
partment of Public Charities, prove the 

ross abuses which have n out of 
dispensaries, and the fiped hae lined felt 
of careful scutiny. The Charity Organ- 
ization Society, which has done so much 
to discourage unwise charity and to pro- 
mote the real, proposes to act as a 
Clearing House of Charities for the pur- 
bose of ascertaining the worthiness or 
unworthiness of each applicant for free 
medical relief. Similar investigations 
made by the Rhode Island Hospital in 
Providence have resulted in the rejec- 
tion of 41 per eent. of the applications. 

Filial reverence is eminently a virtue, 
but on its practical side many things 
must be considered. No nation has cur- 
ned this virtue to a greater extreme 
than the Chinese, They bow before the 
pictures of their ancestors; they would 
think it a crime to assume to know 
more than their fathers; hence, the Le- 
sotted conservatism which has made the 
nation, with all its resources. stagnant 
in peace, helpless in war. 

Cases are not wanting am our- 
selves where those who have inherited 
4 great name are held in bondage by 
the paternal traditions, They cling to 
the precise belief of their ancestor, for- 
ins that had he been living Low 
e would have been influenced the 
spirit of to-day. We make the virtue of 
filial reverence resemble a vice when we 
forget that the greatest tribute that we 
Cam pay to our fathers is to show that 
the impetus which they imparted has cn- 
abled us to outstrip them. ‘The bullet 
peys reverence to the gun by leaving it 
‘ar E 

Liberty is a fine thing; the love of lib- 
erty is a virtue, but it becomes greatly 
misleading if it is not limited in its «¢- 
tion by a careful consideration of the 
liberties of others. We must not let 
our rights become other people’s wrongs. 
Household i is a virtue, but the 
afflicted husband aad the enslaved chil- 
dren easily realize that it may become a 
vice when domestic comfort and har- 
ay are @acrificed om its exorbitant 
altar, 

Justice may become a wild revenge. 
‘The worst horrors of the French Reyo- 
lution were the offspring of an unregu- 
lated arr 6h eaplerre first ap- 
peared before public as the author 
of an essay against capital punishment. 
Probably there is no yirce so harmful as 
that which eprings from a perverted 
virtue.—Philadelphia Press,

Starting from Regina you will ask me 
which is the best route to reach McMur- 
ray! Isic via Edmonton or via Prince 
Albert and Green Lake? L confess, dear 
sirs, that [ should prefor Prince Albert 
and Greon Lake, ‘These are my reasons : 
This route is direct everywhere, anl 1s 
shorter by about 300 miles; it presents not 
the least danger, and is uxcee tingly chea . 
It is by this road that the Hudson's Bay 
Company has transmitted its goods for 
svyenty-live years to provision its trading 
posts on the Athabasca and McKenzie 
The Company would still continue to do so 
had not the development of its commerce 
compelled it to utilize the Calgary & Ed 
monton railway and to construct a steam- 
er on Athabasca river. 


All those who bave ascended or descend 
the River Athabasca have retained a sou 
veuir of the difficultiis aud dangers to 
which they were exposed in descending the 
impetuous torrent. When the waters from 
the mountains swell the river, as happens 
two or three times each spring, the waves 
are chornious, and one blunder might cost 
you your life. Itis better to avoid the 
rapids. Tho guides, who at such times hold 
the fate of the traveller in their hands, oc 
casionally show themselves oxerbitant and 
dishonest, In autumo, when the water is 
low, the bed of the rapids is strewn with 
rocks and shoals, necessitating, in such 
o4ses, the portaging of goods, and occasion- 
ing much lar of time.

Murray. As I have already said, this route 
presents no danger, is direct, very pleas- 
ant, and is liko a pleasure trip. The essen- 
Ual point is to have a boat at Green Lake 
prepared beforehand so as to gain time, 
Such, ny dear sir, is my humble opiaion, 
based upon my numerous voyages by each 
of these routes during the 24 years T have 
resided in the Northwest, 16 of which 
were passed in the missions on the Atha- 
basca and McKenzie.

A HUMAN DISEASE. 





Leprosy Confines Itself to Man and Never 
Attacks the Lower Orders, 


The active cause of leprosy is a speci- 
fic micro-organism, the bacillas leprae. 
The period of incubution varies from a 
few minules to several years. 

Two principal types or foims of lep- 
rosy are recognized as the brunt of the 
discase is determined toward the skin 
or towiurd the peripheral nervous system. 
The first form is termed tubercular; the 
second, unaesthetic, or nerve leprosy. lu 
the first form infiltrations vccur in the 


ski», forming nodules or tubercicts, 
which are: especially prominent about 
the forehead, cheeks and ears; later, 


these nodules breuk down, forming ulcer- 
uting sores; often they occasion pictures 
of horrible deformity, The tubercular 
form is the most severe apd rapidly f.- 
tal; the average duration of life is trom 


five to ten years. In the anavsthetic 
form the nutrition of the skin is inter: 
fered with from implication of the 


nerves, leading to contractions and de 
formities of the members; not in fre- 
quently there is marked mutilation from 
the sinking in of the nose, the loss of 
the sight, and the dropping off of the 
fingers aud toes, so that only the stumps 
of the bunds and feet remain, In this 
form the course of the disease ds slower, 
and life may be prolonged to ten or 
fifteen years, or louger, Some putieuts 
exhibit the characteristics of both forms 
(mnixed leprosy). : 
Leprosy is an exclusively human dis- 
case; it is not inocuble tu animals. It 
is never of spontaneous origin, but is in- 
variably derived from the lesious or se 
cretions of a person similurly diseased. 
Its development in a country previously 
exempt from the disease may always be 
traced to its importation in the person 
of a leper from the infected centre. We 
know nothing definite of the mode of inp 
fection or the channels of | entrance 
through which the bacillus gains acetrs 
to the organism—whether by direct con- 
tact, by inhalation, or inbibition of the 
vers, or by other intermediaries, Ob- 
servation proves conclusively that every 
leper is a possible source ‘of dauge r to 
all with whom he may come into inte 
mate und prolonged contact.—North Am-

These ponds are all connected 
with each other by little channels, so 
that the water and fish can be let from 
eae to the other without the least diffi- 
culty. 

The breeding ponds, which are, of 
course, the most important, are protect- 
ed from the wind and cold by high em- 
bankments around the edges. ‘This is all 
the protection that is necessary for tne 
fish, even in the winter time, so it is — 
seen that although the fish are un- 
douwbtedly delicate they are much more 
hardy than is generally supposed. 

Several times a year the fish are sori- 
ed in the different ponds and classified 
so that the largest and finest ones will 
be together, and those which will not 
bring such good prices will be by thein- 
selves. Many people suppose that when 
the goldfish is first hatched from the 
egg it has the uliar pretty markings 
ou its scales which make it so beauti- 
ful and valuable. 

This is not the case. In its youth in 
reality the fish is just the same us any - 
ordinary and everyday fish, and looks 
like it for all the world. BDyen an ec 
pert could scarcely.tell it from the little 
minnows which are found in any stream 
They are of a whitish, silvery color, unl 
have not the least evidence of the beau- 
tiful hues which they will later ussuure. 

Sometimes, however, the goldfish grow- 
er is sadly i in finding that 
his fish fail to acquire the golden tint 
for which he has so long been looking in 
vain, There have been many instances 


did change to the reddish color, but 
grew to be several years old, retaining 
their white, silvery, youthful complexion. 
Ordinarily, however, fish develop 
the golden shade im less than a yea-. 

First, they begin getting dark, some- 
times becoming almost black, From the 
dark complexion they begin turning to 
the reddish shade, and finally come out 
in all their glory, fullfledged goldfish. 
Often the fish, instead of acquiring a 
solid color all over its scales from nose 
to tail becomes spotted with ae red 
blotches here and there at regular inter- 
vals over its body. 

The food has not, as many people sup- 
pose, the least thing to do with coloring 
the fish. AJl the fish are fed exactly the 
same thing, toasted bread two or three 
times a week, and nothing else is given 
them for their subsistence. The sn 
stems to be the negeseary agent and the 
only one to complete the scheme of na- 
ture, and even this sometimes does not 
work successfully. 

The greatest difficulty with which the 
coldfish raiser has to contend is the 
pest world. Snakes, cats, coons, frogs 
and insects innumerable are all fell de- 
stroyers of the goldfish, and the craw- 
fish is by no means a second in the de- 
struction which he can work when he 
gets in the neighborhood of the finny 
trilbe, Some one must be kept constantly 
on watch at the season of the year when 
these insects and little animals abound, 
to see that they do not fet into the 
water of the pond where the fish are. 

“The sting of some insects will kill a 
fish in almost every instance. Snakefeed- 
ers and some other well-known insects 
fly close to the surface of the water in 
the summer time and with the greatest 
ease touch the tiny little fish swimming 
near the surface of the pool. An egg is 
Juid on the fish or a stinger inserted, and 
either one will invariably prove fatal. 

The freaks and unusual developments 
in the fish are the varieties which wi 
always bring the best prices in the mar- 
ket. Odd and rare colors and spots upon 
the scales are the marks which are pre- 
ferred by fanciers, Unusual shapes in 
the fishes are equally “popular with od- 
ditles in colors and cause a fish to 
bring ws good prices as if it had orange 
or purple scales. 

In physical developmente the great 
varieties are in respect to the tail. One 
never finds two-headed fish, but those 
with more than one tail are plentiful. 
Two, three, four and five tails are quits 
often found on the fish, and sometimes 
oven six, but'the latter is very rare. Of 
course, 2 fish with six tails would bring 
a handsome price in any market, 

Goldfish are often killed by over at- 
tention, but sometimes by lack of at- 
tention. The two things which above all 
should be ayolded are overfeeding them 
and failure to keep fresh water in the 
aquarium, An even, moderate tempera- 
ture should be maintained, and they 
should be kept in the dark at nighte—

By far the greater number of ordinu- 
ry pumps may be classed under the 
head of piston or plunger, These are 
the kind ordinarily employed with a 
windmill. They depend for their action 
vipon two or more yalyes and upon the 
lifting or displacing of the water by the 
alternate forward and back, or in and 
out, movement of the piston rod. These 
pumps are too well known to require 
description. Their cost is as varied as 
their size and intricacy and can best be 
ascertained by each individual consult- 
ing for himself the nearest dealer or the 
cataloguesof well known manufacturers. 
For irrigation such pumps are driven 
by windmills, by steam engines or by 
gasoline or hot air motors, and in some 
instances, notably in the vicinity of 
Grand Junction, Colo., and on the Ya- 
kima river in Washington, by water 
wheels. Although widely known and 
generally used for pumping, yet for pur- 
poses of irrigation they are apparently 
boing supplanted to a considerable ex- 
tent by valveless pumps, such as the 
Persian wheel type or the centrifugal 
form, 

The centrifugal pumps possess an ad- 
vantage not only in being valveless, and 
therefore less liable to injury by sand 
and floating obstacles, but also in the 
fact that they ran continuously in one 
direction and do not haye the reciprocat 
ing motion of the various forms of 
plunger. The principle of their action 
is that of a rapidly whirling body 
throwing objects from its surface. 
Blades of suitably proportioned fans are 
caused to revolye rapidly in the water, 
and the thrown away are con- 
fined in a box or pipe in such manner as 
to be forced upward or outward, their 
place being supplied by succeeding 
quantities. These pamps are designed 
not only for purposes of lifting water, 
but even for transporting mud, sand and

Manure such as generally seen in the 
barnyards of Pennsylvania, composed of 
straw, refuse and all stable 
will require the ordinary 
rainfall to keep it at a proper moisture 
for decomposition. A roof would be det- 
rimental to this class of manure, How- 
ever, there should be great care that no 
wator from roofs or any other source be 
allowed to run on and leach through it. 
Manure composed mostly of stable drop- 
pings, if to be kept a length of time, 
can be kept under cover if kept moist 
with water or stable drainage; if not 
keyt at the proper moisture, it is far 
better to pile in a compact heap outside. 

A covered barnyard invites an unprof- 
fitable condition to the farm. It should 
never be the question how to store ma- 
nure, but how to apply it, always re- 
meabering that manure is worth more 
when first made than it will ever be 
wvorth again and should be applied di- 
rec) from the stables or at the earliest 
po’ ible time when it can be utilized. 

{he strawstack should not be a fea- 
ture of the barnyard, as straw has a 
commercial and feed value in excess of 
the manvrial value and should be util- 
ize.| in the most profitable way. Instead 
of coyering the barnyard, where the ul- 
tiniate object is profit, it would be ad 
visible to build a shed and buy potash, 
phosphoric acid and nitrogen in its com- 
mercial form and mix especially for 
each crop to supplement the manure,

Stave Silos. 
In a bulletin from the Ontario Farm- 
ers’ institute is depicted a round stave 
silo 16 feet in diameter and 24 feet 











A STAVE SILO, 
high which gives entire satisfaction. 
This silo is placed two feet below the 


surface, In such a case pieces of old 
lumber should be pué around the onutsido 
to prevent the earth, banked’ up to shed 
surfaco water, from coming in contact 
with the staves. (The boards were re- 
moved from the front when the photo 
was taken.) When commencing to fill, 
do not be alarmed if you ean see through 
the cracks. Tho damp silage will swell 
and the cracks will be tightin 24 hours 
3ewnre of knotholes or places in the 
s of the boards that do notfit. Tack 
& picco of tar paper over them, Try the 
hoops after the silo is filled a few days, 
aud if too tight slacken the nuts, or 
there is danger of bursting the hoops. 
The only bottom required is the earth 
itself. It should be banked a little on 
the inside to keep the air from coming 
in under the plants.

Everything is poor and pastoral. He 
has hardly any clothes to cover himself 
with, nothing to keep himself warm 
when the weather is damp save his 
home-spun sheet, and he has not a soul 
above his flocks. The closest intimacy 
exists between the Bedonin and hig goats 
and his cows. The animals understand 
and obey certain calls with absolute oc- 
curacy, and you getierally see a Sozo- 
tran shepherdess walking before her 
flock, and not after it, and they stroke 
and caress their little cows until they 
are as tame as dogs.—The Nineteenth 
Century. 








It Makes 35590 Stitches a Minute 


Anything that may be penetrated by 
8 needle is food for the sewing ma- 
chine. Some years ago when the domea- 
tic, plain sewing, straight, single-needle 
machine represented the best there-was 
in the sewing-machine line, this  state- 
ment, which is made on the authority of 
an expert, would not stand the test of 
proof. But to-day sewing machines 
make loop and chain stitches through 
cloth of any kind and thickness, heary 
duck, wood yeneers, leather, heavy car- 
pets, rubber and anything that a needle 
can go through. 

A woman who sits at home, with her 
foot working the treadle of a purriug 
mechanical seamstress, may see the 
needle make 600 stitches a minute. This 
is high speed compared with hand sew- 
ing, but one of the great sewing ma- 
chine manufactories of the world recent- 
ly constructed a wonder which zips 
through 3500 stitches in. 60 seconds. 

That means 14,000 separate and dis- 
tinct movements in the stitchmaking 
part of the machine, for each complete 
stitch requires, the needle to enter the 
cloth, first loop to be formed, the needle 
to be withdrawn, and the second loop 
to be formed and _all of these are done 
8500 times, while the hand of the clock 
is going between two marks on the dial.

To Tet Wooten Garments. 


A now method of testing woolen gar- 
ments i¢ by putting caustic soda into 
n cup of water and dipping the urticle 
whose genuineness is doubted into the 
mixture, of course, being qcireful not 
to tonch the liquid with the hand. ‘Lhe 
caustic soda will quickly eat animat 
fibres, but has no effect upon those of 
yegetable origin. If the article is all 
wool it will be dissolved in the liquid, 
leaving nothing but a trace of coloring 
matter. If the material is cotton it 
comes out unscathed. When the matert- 
al is well supported by a framework of 
cotton, the latter being indistinguishable 
to the eye by ordinary test, the caustic 
soda quickly divorces the two, dissolves 
the wool and leaves the cotton as clean 
as if it had been woven by itself. It 
has been suggested that people might 
buy a vet of underwear made of wool 
and ectton mixed, that when the sultry 
days of spring arrive a bath of caustic 
soda might be prepared, and the gar- 
ments dipped therein, to emerge in the 
form of cotton gossamer for the summer 
season.

William Briggs, 29-33 Richmond street 
West, Toronto, bas issued, under the above 
title, a Calendar for 1898, compiled by 
Sara Mickle and Mary Agnes FitzGibbon, 
the latter lady a former resident of Belle- 
ville, with drawings by J. D. and Perey 
Kelly.

SHARP THRUSTS, 


G. W. Smalley Said Some Things Calcu- 
lated to Make Yankee Kars Tinglo— 
“Old and New England.’’ 

Now York Dec, 22,—The New Eng- 
land Sooclety of the city of Brooklyn hold 
its soventeenth annual dinner last night 
in celebration of the two hundred and 
seventy-seventh anniversary of the land- 
ing of the Pilgrims. Covers were laid for 
150 guests, among whom were many 
ladies, the relatives and friends of the 
mombers of the socloty. 

Among the speakers was Mr. George 
W. Smalley, who is a correspondent of 
the London Times. ‘‘Now and Old Eng- 
land’’ was the subject of his discourse, 
and he caused quite a sensation by-his 
broad handling of the diplomatic relations 
between this country and the countries 
upon the other side of the water. He 
referred to Cleyeland’s Venezuclan mes- 
sage, and declared that England had 
shown a great deal of forbearance in this 
affair. He declared also that the Contin- 
ental powers had come to think of the 
United States as a menace to the peace 
of the world, instancing the interfgrence 
of the United States in the Venezuelan 
question, the attitude of the United States 
toward Turkey in connection with 
Armenian affairs and Turkey's war with 
Greece; its attitude with reference to 
Hawail, and latterly the strong senti- 
ments that haye beon expressed by the 
American peoplo against Spain’s war in 
Cuba. 

He said that so strong were the feol 
ings entertained by the Continental 
powers against this country, there would 
certainly be formed a combination to 
oppose any action that the United States 
Government might attempt to take to 
enforce compliance with its wishes, and 
asked if it might not be well, under such 
circumstances, for the United States to 
get as close as possible to England, the 
Old and the Now England.

CRIME AND CRIMINALS. 


The Prison Reform Association, Through 
Mr. 8S. H. Blake, Further Advises 
the Government of Ontario. 


Toronto, 22.—The 





Dec. Government 


Increaso | was yesterday waited upon by a deputa- 


tion from the Prison Reform Associa- 
tion, including 5S. 2. Llake, Q.C., Ray. 
Dr. Potts, Rey. Dr. Blackstock. §S. C, 
Biggs, Dr. Roseburgh, Rey, ®ohn Hunt 
and John Aitken. Tho Promior and Hon, 
Messrs. Ross and Harcourt received them. 
Mr. Blake, who voiced the requests of 
}tho deputation, advised the adoption in 
prisons of a system of industrial employ- 
mont, to be so conducted that the prison- 
ors might be rewarled for thelr Industry 
by receiving a share of their earnings, or 
having the same allottoa to their families, 
or others dependent upon them, ‘The 
troadimill should be used in every penal 
institution, so that the prisoners might 
grind the meal they consumed in their 
porridge, If there wefe any prisoners 
whose heart-weakness interfered with 
their employment on the treadmill, the 
jail surgeons coul@ except them. The 
trouble now was that many mon made a 
practice of being committed each winter 
to the jail clubs, ’ 
Mr. Blake also brought up again the 
old argument in fayor of the separation 
of criminals. Old-time offenders and first- 
offence convicts should not be confined 
together, Ho suggested likewlse the 
shortening of terms of service, the grading 
of prisoners, and the giving of good 
conduct badges. Ho argued that four 
hours every day should be deyoted to the 
education of criminals, The segregation 
plan might be given a trial If the city 
would grant $2,500 and the Government 
$1,000 for the construction of 20 cells on 
tho new principle. 
Short Sentences No Good. 


The ten day sentences were condemned 
as ineffective and it was proposed. that 
warnings or very Light sentences should 
be given first offendors, and that heavier 
sentences should bo In order afterwards. 

Other suggestions were that prisoners 
should be, in certain cases, compelled to 
make restitution to those they had 
wronged, and that the Central Prison 
should be made a workshop for youngor 
criminals, habitual criminals being sont 
elsowhere. Headyised also the erection of 
poorhouses to obylate tho placing of 
poor old mon in prison garb,

The most elaborate attempt at making a 
man great out of a very small act is the at- 
tempt to perch the Postmaster General on 
a pinnacle of fame by the Ottawa corres- 
pondent of the Toronto GLone. Though 


‘of such vital importance to business men, 


and dated 2nd Dec., it only saw daylight a 


day or two ago, We quote it in full ;— 
Ottawa, Dec. 2.—(Special )—Postmaster- 
General Mulock has given another evidence 
of his competency to conduct the postal 
affairs of the country, and the care and 
thoughtfulness with which he looks out for 
rtunities of assisting business men in 
extending their trade. In conversation 
with your correspondent to-night he sald 
amid the turmoil of the Centre Toronto 
election he had found time to formulate a 
scheme with respect to postal cards which 
he had been thinking over for some time 
and which he bad now got so far into shape 
as to be ready for publication, It is to re- 
move the restriction which has hitherto ex- 
Isted with respect to using the front or 
address side of the card for any purpose 
whatever other than the address, Itis in- 
tended to allow pictures, views, advertise- 
ments, or any matter of that kind to be 
printed on the face of the card, either plain 
or In colors, so long as sufficient space Is lett 
clear for the address to be written or print- 
ed plainly, so that it can be easily read in 
the office {in whioh it is posted. This will 
enable a business man to advertise his bu: I- 
noss on the post cards he uses as well as on 
his enyelopes, and will no doubt be greatly 
ap lated by both the advertiser and the 
pabud, as with a little care and atcistic 
skill the face of a post card, which is now 
rathor an unsightly thing, may be convert- 
ed into a work of art, pleasing to the eye 
and beneficial not only to the advertiser 
but to the country atlarge. It is Intended 
that the cards shall be Issued in sheats In- 
stead of slogly, for the convenience of 
printers and lithographers." Regulations 
respecting the Issue of the new postal cards 
will shortly be made. 


Wonderful—most wonderful, that any 
one head could be so massive as to enable 
{t to contain sufficient brains at one time, 
to conceive, much less mature, even after 
great ‘‘care aud thoughtfulness,” so 
gigantic a scheme as the perfecting of a 
“regulation” by which some printing can be 
done on that side of a postal card hereto- 
foro used for direction alone; aye, and 
thab too ‘amid the turmoil of the Centre 
Toronto election,” when the great postal 
mind was agitated from its centre to its 
circumference. Yet, with all these 
weighty matters on his mind, its yearning 
for fame and the public good was so great 
that it delved into the unfathomable 


‘mysteries of invention and as a result a 


scheme or regulation has been, or is to be, 


‘formulated by which the commercial busi- 


‘ness of the world is to be revolutionized by 
* the simple process of allowing some printing 


to be done on « postal card.
